Governor signs 
historic gay 
rights package

G overnor Gray Davis came through 
for California gays and lesbians last 
week in signing four landmark bills 
that create a statewide domestic part¬ 
nership registry for same-sex couples, protect 
students from anti-gay discrimination and ha¬ 
rassment in schools, protect gays and lesbians 
from housing and employment discrimina¬ 
tion, and increase the penalties for hate crime 
murders committed because of the victim’s 
sexual orientation, gender, or disability. 

“We just enacted the most comprehen¬ 
sive gay rights package ever enacted as a 
group,” declared Eric Bauman, special assis¬ 
tant to the governor and president of the 
Stonewall Democratic Club of Los Angeles. 

Davis signed the hate crimes bill Thurs¬ 
day September 30, while the three remain¬ 
ing bills were signed last Saturday evening, 
October 2, in Los Angeles before a small 
group of legislators and aides, including As¬ 
semblywomen Carole Migden (D-San Fran¬ 
cisco) and Sheila Kuehl (D-Santa Monica), 
authors of two of the bills. The two openly 
lesbian legislators were “bouncing around 
like a couple of kids,” according to Laurie 
McBride, aide to Assembly Speaker Antonio 
Villaraigosa (D-Los Angeles). “They were so 
pleased to see years of work finally coming 
to something,” said McBride. 

“You’ve never seen such excitement. I cer¬ 
tainly never have,” said Bauman, who also at¬ 
tended the governor’s signing. “He was re¬ 
peatedly reminded of the historic nature of

what he was doing.” 

The private ceremony followed a 
fundraising dinner keynoted by President 
Bill Clinton and hosted by Clinton friend 
David Mixner’s group ANGLE (Access Now 
for Gay and Lesbian Equality). Attended by 
over 1,000 people, the dinner raised 
$850,000 to help re-elect Democratic con¬ 
gressional candidates. 

According to Bauman, Davis’s office had 
received “tens of thousands” of letters, faxes,

San Francisco had 667 
cases of LGBT domestic 
violence in '98, report says

L esbian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der (LGBT) people reported 2,574 
cases of domestic violence across the 
country in 1998, according to the third an¬ 
nual report of its kind released by the Na¬ 
tional Coalition of Anti-Violence Pro¬ 
grams. The report was released in San 
Francisco on Tuesday, October 5, by Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence (CUAV), 
to kick off Domestic Violence Awareness 
Month, and contained little-known statis¬ 
tics such as the fact that women and men 
report equal numbers of domestic vio¬ 
lence cases in LGBT relationships. 

Of the 2,574 cases of LGBT domestic 
violence reported nationwide, 667 - or one 
fourth of the nation’s total - were reported 
in San Francisco. This does not mean that 
San Francisco has more violence in its 
LGBT communities, just that there are sev¬ 
eral ways to report and have LGBT domes¬ 
tic abuse taken seriously in the city. Re¬ 
ported cases increased substantially only in 
two cities: Denver, which was up 47 per-

cent, and New York, up 20 percent. Most 
victims (52 percent) were between the ages 
of 30 and 44, and most reports (52 per¬ 
cent) came from whites, with 23 percent

East Bay ASO trys 
unique fundraising idea

H| n East Bay AIDS service or¬ 
ganization has come up 
IT H with a creative and fun way 
to raise money, and now all they 
need is community support. 

Every Wednesday night, bingo 
games played at the Gilman Street 
Bingo parlor in Berkeley benefit 
the Center for AIDS Services 
(CAS) in Oakland, a group 
founded by an order of the late 
Mother Teresa about 12 years ago. 

While spiritual services are 
provided at CAS, the hundreds of 
clients served by the center do not 
have to take advantage of them. 
“It is spiritual, but not a religious 
order,” explained Peggy Bush, 
CAS’s executive director. 

CAS has seen its private dona¬ 
tions fall in recent years and board 
members faced the challenge of 
getting additional funds. The cen¬ 
ter serves approximately 700 
clients and provides a range of 
services, including mental health 
services, case management, meals, 


nutrition counseling, laundry fa¬ 
cilities, showers, and alternative 
medical treatments. The center 
does not provide primary medical 
care, Bush said, although it does 
provide transportation for clients 
who need assistance getting to 
medical and other appointments. 

The center also provides indi¬ 
vidual and group therapy as well 
as referrals to other AIDS organi¬ 
zations. 

Derek Douglas, who is openly 
gay and one of the center’s board 
members, credited another board 
member, Linda Stiglich, with de¬ 
veloping the bingo fundraising 
idea. Under state law, nonprofit 
organizations can operate bingo 
games if they are run by volun¬ 
teers, so the center’s all-volunteer 
board stepped up and decided to 
give it a try. They have been work¬ 
ing very hard since then, staffing 
and running the games. 

“We started three weeks ago and 
are struggling to break even,” Bush 
told the Bay Area Reporter, adding 
the center was aware it would have 
to invest in the idea to hopefully see 


a profit. Bush said she called 
around to several bingo parlors and 
was laughed at before Gilman 
Street Bingo agreed to let the center 
have a night. “It’s a clean, well-lit 
place to play bingo,” Bush said. 
“Every single dime goes to AIDS 
and we’d love the gay community 
to come out and support us.” 

The minimum buy-in for the 
bingo games is $15 per person. Dou¬ 
glas pointed out that crowds so far 
have been a mix of people, and that 
people can win as much as $250. 

CAS operates on an annual 
budget of $712,600; while Bush 
declined to specify her annual 
salary, she said it is “in the mid¬ 
range” for executive directors. 
CAS currently receives some gov¬ 
ernment funding. “We’d like to get 
off the government tit and are 
hoping to be self-sufficient and 
self-reliant,” Bush said. 

An estimated 40 to 50 percent 
of the center’s clients are gay or 
lesbian. The center is the only 
adult day center in Alameda 
County serving people living with 
HIV/AIDS and about 15 percent 
of the center’s clients are home¬ 
less; another 15 percent live in 
shelters. 

Douglas said the majority of 
people on CAS’s 10-member 
board are gay or lesbian, and he 
added they are looking for new 
board members, as well as volun¬ 
teers for the bingo games and the 
center itself. 

CAS has another fundraiser 
planned. “An Evening of Jazz” takes 
place on Wednesday, October 27; 
the renowned Mary Watkins Trio 
will perform at Yoshi’s World-Class 
Jazz House at Jack London Square 
in Oakland. Tickets are $100 per 
person, and the program, which 
starts at 6:30 p.m., includes dinner 
and drinks. T

San Francisco man denied HIV meds

1,1 federal lawsuit on behalf of 

f San Francisco resident Alan 
Farr was filed on Monday, 
October 4, against the drugstore 
chain Walgreens for refusing to 
refill Farr’s HIV medication while 
he was out of town. The suit al¬ 
leges that the chain - specifically 
a store in Corpus Christi, Texas - 
violated the Americans With Dis¬ 
abilities Act (ADA) by not making 
reasonable accommodations for 
Farr, whose day-to-day health de¬ 
pends on the availability of his 
HIV drugs. 

Farr, according to the suit, usu¬ 
ally received his HIV medication 
at the Walgreens on Fillmore 
Street in San Francisco. Knowing 
he was leaving town to care for his 
sick mother, Farr asked the Fill¬ 
more branch to refill his medica¬ 
tion a few days early. The phar¬ 
macy allegedly told him that the 
AIDS Drug Assistance Program 
(ADAP) would not cover the cost 
of an early refill, but that any Wal¬ 
greens in the country should be 
able to refill his prescription once 
it ran out. Farr then made com¬ 
puterized arrangements over the

phone with the Walgreens in Cor¬ 
pus Christi, and was told by the 
automated teller that his medica¬ 
tion would be ready in a matter of 
days. 

Once in Texas, the suit alleges, 
Farr went into the Walgreens to 
retrieve his medicine, and the 
pharmacist gasped and walked as 
far away from Farr as possible. 
The pharmacist allegedly refused 
to sell Farr his medicine, saying, 
“We don’t deal with people with 


AIDS here.” 

When Farr explained he could 
not miss a single dose of his med¬ 
icine, and offered to pay with a 
credit card for a few days’ worth 
of pills, the pharmacist allegedly 
still refused. Farr had to make an 
emergency return to San Francis¬ 
co on an expensive, unplanned 
flight to get his medicine from his 
usual location. 

The suit seeks $1 million in 
damages, according to Geoff Kors, 
Farr’s attorney. In order to prove a 
violation of the ADA, Kors will 
have to prove that the refusal to 
refill Farr’s medicine was directly 
related to Farr’s HIV status. 

“The pharmacist’s behavior 
speaks volumes,” Kors told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “She made it 
clear that nobody who was HIV¬ 
positive would be served at her 
store.” 

In addition to alleging a viola¬ 
tion of public accommodation for 
people with disabilities, the suit 
charges intentional infliction of 
emotional distress, negligent su¬ 
pervision, and breach of contract. 

Walgreens spokesman Michael 
Polzin said the company had 
“done everything they could to 
accommodate the patient.” V 


GLHS awards dinner tonight

T his evening (Thursday, Oc¬ 
tober 7) the Center for the 
History of Sexual Diversi¬ 
ty/Gay and Lesbian Historical So¬ 
ciety of Northern California 
(GLHS) will hold its 10th annual 
fundraising and awards dinner. 

The GLHS collects, preserves, 
and displays artifacts from the les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der (LGBT) communities. The or¬ 
ganization prizes its diversity, and 
the collection reflects many facets 
of these communities, including 
bears, AIDS activists, and leather- 
folk; the organization is thought 
to have the second largest and 
most extensive collection of 
leather/SM/fetish memorabilia 
after the Leather Archives and 
Museum in Chicago. According to 
anthropologist and historian 
Gayle Rubin, “the GLHS was 
queer before queer was cool.” In 
addition to collecting pho¬ 
tographs, papers, artwork, and 
other items, GLHS also has an 
oral history project to record the 
memories of important commu¬ 
nity figures. A collaboration with 
the San Francisco Public Library’s 
Hormel Gay and Lesbian Center 
allows parts of the collection to be 
viewed by a wider audience. 


The awards dinner will honor 
the Sisters of Perpetual Indul¬ 
gence, who are celebrating their 
20th anniversary this year. Maggie 
Rubenstein will be named 
Woman of the Year, and Chuck 
Forester is Man of the Year. 

Rubenstein is a longtime bisex¬ 
ual activist and a co-founder of the 
San Francisco Bisexual Center. 
Trained as a nurse and therapist, 
Rubenstein helped found San 
Francisco Sex Information (SFSI) 
in 1972, a hotline that continues to 
provide education and advice on 
sex and sexuality. In 1976 Ruben¬ 
stein co-founded the Bi Center, 
which offered workshops, educa¬ 
tion, public outreach, political ac¬ 
tivism, exhibits, and social events 
until it closed in 1985, in part due 
to loss of several key bi communi¬ 
ty organizers to AIDS. Rubenstein’s 
nomination is an indication of the 
GLHS’ increased outreach to the 
bisexual and transgender commu¬ 
nities, which is also reflected in the 
organization’s new name. 

Forester was the first person to 
serve as a gay community liaison to 
a San Francisco mayor, during Di¬ 
anne Feinstein’s administration. He 
was formerly a member of the 
Human Rights Campaign Fund 
board (now the HRC), and current¬ 
ly oversees the Hormel Center. Re¬ 
cently Forester appeared in the doc¬ 


umentary After Stonewall , which was 
shown at this year’s San Francisco 
International Lesbian and Gay Film 
Festival and on public television. 

The Volunteer of the Year 
Award will go to three people who 
made possible the GLHS’ “Mak¬ 
ing a Case for Community Histo¬ 
ry” exhibit; Elizabeth Cornu and 
Don Stover offered their curator¬ 
ial expertise, and Buff Ross served 
as project intern. The GLHS 
Founder’s Award will be present¬ 
ed collectively to the curatorial 
committees of the African Amer¬ 
ican, Latino, Asian and Pacific Is¬ 
lander, bear, lesbian feminist, 
transgender, and leather/SM/ 
fetish communities and the Impe¬ 
rial Court, who selected materials 
for the exhibit. The community 
cases were displayed this summer 
during the film festival at the Cas¬ 
tro Theater, during the Pride cele¬ 
bration at City Hall Plaza, and at 
Galleria de la Raza. V

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A year after Matthew Shepard 


I t was one year ago today - October 7, 
1998 - that a passing bicyclist found the 
beaten, tortured, unconscious body of 
gay University of Wyoming student 
Matthew Shepard. Shepard, 21, died on Oc¬ 
tober 12,1998 in a hospital without regain¬ 
ing consciousness. His suspected attackers, 
Russell Henderson and Aaron McKinney, 
were arrested two days after Shepard’s body 
was found; their girlfriends, Chasity Pasley 
and Kristen Price, respectively, were also ar¬ 
rested in connection with the case. 

Pasley eventually pleaded guilty to 
charges against her and was sentenced to 24 
months in prison. In April 1999, just as his 
murder trial was set to start, Henderson 
pleaded guilty to murdering Shepard and 
was sentenced to two consecutive life terms. 
McKinney’s trial is scheduled to start this 
Monday, October 11, ironically National 
Coming Out Day. 

Virtually everyone in the lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender (LGBT) community 
was outraged at Shepard’s murder. The 
avalanche of ensuing news coverage spot¬ 
lighted anti-gay violence in ways that hadn’t 
been done before, and hasn’t been done since. 

Following Shepard’s killing, a gay Alaba¬ 
ma man, Billy Jack Gaither, was brutally 
murdered; and again, two men were arrest¬ 
ed and charged with that crime. In some 
ways, Gaither’s killing was even more 
heinous than Shepard’s, but the crime did 
not generate the amount of sustained pub¬ 
licity that Shepard’s death did. 

In July, Gary Matson and Winfield Mow- 
der, a gay couple from Happy Valley, a rural 
community in Northern California, were 
found murdered in the home they shared. 
Two brothers were arrested and charged with 
those killings; they are also suspected of 
torching three Sacramento-area synagogues. 

Numerous physical assaults against 
members of the LGBT community contin¬ 
ue to take place across the country. What 
has been accomplished since that day last 
October when Shepard’s body was found? 
On the positive side, many heterosexuals 
were as outraged as the LGBT community 
over Shepard s murder. Thousands of peo¬ 
ple attended a vigil for him in Washington 
D.C., where political leaders said something 
had to be done. Was it? Not exactly. 

The United States still does not have a hate 
crimes law that includes sexual orientation. 
For all the buzz in the Beltway about needing 
such a law, Congress has not been able to send 
such a bill to President Bill Clinton. 

In Wyoming, where Shepard was killed, 


it was a bitter defeat when a hate crime bill 
that would have included sexual orientation 
failed to get out of the Legislature. 

In California, things are better. For one 
thing, the state has a hate crime law that in¬ 
cludes sexual orientation, and the punish¬ 
ment for those convicted under it is 
about to get stiffen Governor Gray 
Davis just signed the Hate Crimes 
Penalty Enhancement Act, a law , 
that increases the minimum 
penalty to life without parole for 
people convicted of murders moti¬ 
vated by hate due to the sexual orienta¬ 
tion, gender, or disability of their victim. 

The new law takes effect on 
January 1, 2000. The old sen¬ 
tence under the hate crime law 
was 25 years to life. 

Besides laws, however, education about 
anti-gay violence is needed and in that area 
progress has been made. Judy Shepard, 
Matthew’s mother, has emerged as a com¬ 
pelling spokeswoman against LGBT vio¬ 
lence. She has testified before Congress, 
given some interviews, and has started mak¬ 
ing some public appearances in an effort to 
stop the hate. 

Education is also needed in schools, and 
here again, Judy Shepard is active, in an in¬ 
direct, yet important way. This month, she 
is appearing in a public awareness campaign 
intended to help reduce anti-gay taunting in 
schools. The Gay, Lesbian, and Straight Ed¬ 


ucation Network (GLSEN) is behind the 
campaign that will air on MTV. This is a per¬ 
fect venue to reach teenagers, which is criti¬ 
cal, given that many continue to find it ac¬ 
ceptable to tease and harass students who 
are gay or perceived to be gay. 

In the announcement, high school boys in 
a locker room shout anti-gay insults. 
Then Judy Shepard says: “The next 
time you use words like these, think 
about what they actually mean.” A 
photo of Matthew flashes on the screen 
with the dates 1976-1998. Then the 
phrases “Murdered because he was gay” 
and “End Hate” are followed by a 
shot of Judy Shepard with her 
head bowed. 

GLSEN Executive Director 
Kevin Jennings said that Judy 
Shepard also played a key role in prompt¬ 
ing Governor Davis to sign another piece of 
legislation important to the LGBT commu¬ 
nity - the California Student Safety and Vi¬ 
olence Prevention Act. The law provides 
California school students a recourse if they 
are victims of anti-gay discrimination or 
harassment that is not adequately addressed 
by school officials. 

The two California laws are a good be¬ 
ginning. Education to end anti-gay violence 
must continue so that the deaths of Matthew 
Shepard and other LGBT victims are not re¬ 
duced to statistics, but result in lasting, pos¬ 
itive change to protect all citizens. T 
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Men! Let’s repay the debt!

I ike some of you, I came out in the 
1970s. It was an exciting time to be 
W part of the emerging gay liberation 
movement. While women and men joined 
together for gay pride day events, we most¬ 
ly did things separately. We valued our sep¬ 
arate spaces, our separate cultures. We were 
amicable toward each other, but we did not 
really work together unless it was necessary. 

Even before HIV, I remember how grate¬ 
ful I was to be able to go to a clinic in New 
York City’s Sheridan Square that was espe¬ 
cially for gay men. I also remember a song 
that some of my lesbian friends used to play 
(on a record player) the refrain of which 
was, “There’s something about the women, 
there’s something about the women, there’s 
something about the women in my life.” 

Recently, I saw an article in the San Fran¬ 
cisco Chronicle about the financial difficul¬ 
ties faced by the Lyon-Martin Women’s 
Health Clinic here in San Francisco. During 
a difficult period two years ago, they accrued 
a debt of $140,000.1 met with staff members 
and ascertained that through reorganization 
and tight administration, they are no longer 
accruing debt. The back debt, however, im¬ 
perils their future. The staff there are eager 
to continue providing lesbian-oriented 
health care to their clients, as well as 
woman-friendly health care to the many 
poor women who are now their primary 


client base. They need to pay off that debt. 

I am writing to you because I think the 
men of this community are in a position to 
make a significant dent in that $140,000. 
During the 1980s and 1990s, we moved away 
from separatism, and lesbians and gay men 
worked together during the most difficult of 
the AIDS years. During the last 13 years I 
personally performed over 500 funerals 
for men in this community who died 
of HIV - and time and again I saw 
the quiet and even heroic ways in 
which the women have been here for 
us. I spent Labor Day weekend in the 
hospital with a minor HIV-related 
infection, and it gave me 
plenty of time to reflect on 
the women in my life, and 
how grateful I am for how 
they have been and are still 
there for me and my brothers who live with 
HIV. Sometimes the women are there when 
our own health situations make our gay male 
friends sad or uncomfortable. I am happy to 
be out and about again, and committed to 
making a difference at this time for the 
women served by this clinic. 

Lyon-Martin Women’s Health Clinic is 
the only integrated service delivery primary 
care provider for women with HIV in San 
Francisco. They serve 119 women with HIV 
right now, many of whom do not have the 
health care options that many of us take for 
granted. We men can take this opportunity 
to say to the lesbians of San Francisco, 


“Thank you” for being there for us. We no¬ 
tice and we care, and we are giving our 
money right now to ensure the viability of 
the Lyon-Martin Women’s Health Clinic. 

I am personally contributing $500 to the 
clinic, and I hope some of you will have the 
means and the conviction to make a simi¬ 
larly sized gift. The men of MCC San Fran¬ 
cisco have contributed over $3,000 this 
month, in sums of $5, $10, $25, $100 or 
more, in honor of the women in their 
lives. Will you make a contribu¬ 
tion to the Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Foundation Lyon-Mar¬ 
tin Women’s Health Clinic 
Fund? We will present 100 
percent of the monies 
raised to Phyllis Lyon and 
Del Martin at a public 
event next month. Join 
me in saying “there is something about the 
women in my life.”

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Stop AIDS Project is sex positive 

Contrary to what Gil Criswell (B.A.R. letters, Sep¬ 
tember 23) may think, the Stop AIDS Project is a sex 
positive, community-based agency striving to reduce 
new HIV infections among San Francisco gay and bi¬ 
sexual men. 

We do this through outreach interventions, small 
group workshops, community forums, condom dis¬ 
tribution, and media campaigns. Outreach is proba¬ 
bly our most visible program, with volunteers engag¬ 
ing gay and bi men in the Castro, Polk, Mission, and 
SOMA neighborhoods. The aim of these interven¬ 
tions is to discuss sex, in frank and non-judgmental 
terms, to maintain a community norm of safe sex. 
And the vast majority of those we meet appreciate 
and support our work. 

While AIDS cases are rising nationally among 
African Americans, Latinos, and women, the local 
epidemic is still very heavily concentrated in the gay 
and bi community. In San Francisco, over 90 percent 
of cumulative AIDS cases and over 85 per¬ 
cent of living AIDS cases are among gay 
and bi men, including those who also in¬ 
ject drugs. 

Within the African American AIDS 
cases, 65 percent are among gay and bi 
men. Within the Latino total, 86 percent 
are among gay and bi men. (It is esti¬ 
mated that lesbians account for less than 
1 percent of AIDS cases.) 

That is why we are committed to this work. In San 
Francisco, HIV/AIDS are still very much a part of our 
community. And by community, I mean positive and 
negative, gay, bi, transgendered and curious, and men 
of all colors and ages. We realize that Stop AIDS can¬ 
not do this alone; that we need to work with other 
agencies serving many of these populations. 

As an example, we are currently producing a se¬ 
ries of workshops specific to the needs of African 
American gay, bi, and transgendered men. Our Love: 
The Series is being produced with the assistance of 
the Black Coalition on AIDS, Whazzup magazine, the 
Tenderloin AIDS Resource Center, and Black Broth¬ 
ers Esteem, among others. 

For all of our forums, we invite people who are 
willing to share their ideas and knowledge on the 
topic at hand. In some cases we have people with op¬ 
posing views on the same panel. To us, this is about 
presenting as balanced a program as possible. 

In Mr. Criswell’s continuing campaign of misin¬ 
formation, he would prefer that we cease to exist. I 
would prefer that too, but we will not cease our pro¬ 
grams while HIV and AIDS continue to infect and af¬ 
fect our community.

Speier supports AB103, explains vote 

[The following was sent to Governor Gray Davis.] 

I am writing to express my strong support for 
AB103, authored by Assemblymember Migden. This 
bill is critical for the public health of all Californians 
and is in fact strongly supported by a broad statewide 
coalition of public health officials, health care 
providers, and HIV/AIDS advocates. 

As you are aware, AB103 requires the development 
and implementation of a statewide, uniform HIV re¬ 
porting system that is non-names based. Such a sys¬ 
tem would provide for improved data collection 
without deterring individuals from seeking HIV test¬ 
ing and medical care. This bill also allows for the con¬ 
tinued notification of partners of those who are in¬ 
fected with HIV. 

Although I voted against the bill on the Senate 
Floor, I have long been supportive of policies to pro¬ 
mote non-names based tracking of the spread of HIV. 
My vote is a reflection of a parliamentary dispute with 
leadership - not policy. It was agreed that AB103 
would be taken up and placed on-call for action later 
in the day to allow for time for actions to be taken on 
SB680 by Senator Jack O’Connell, which was still 
pending in the Assembly Appropriations Committee. 
However, the call was lifted prematurely on the bill 
prior to any action on SB680 taking place, resulting in 
my changing my vote from aye to no in an effort to 
try and hold parties to the original agreement. 

AB103 represents important and critical public pol¬ 
icy of which I am supportive. This is a reasonable pub¬ 
lic health approach to addressing the complex issues sur¬ 
rounding reporting of HIV and I urge your signature.

Fight ACT UP/SF’s disinformation 

It was gratifying to see the response of Ronnie 
Burk and the “general body of ACT UP/SF” to my let¬ 
ter (Mailstrom, September 9). Gratifying, because it is 
obvious from the hysteria of its response that ACT 
UP/SF is operating from a position of paranoia and is 
incapable of engaging in any form of genuine intel¬ 
lectual discussion. 

For instance, Burk writes that the San Francisco 
Health Department is promulgating a “bogus ‘syphilis 
alert”’ and is “bigoted, retrograde, and homophobic,” 
even though up to 50 gay men in San Francisco have 
contracted the disease in the past three months alone. 
And of course, according to Burk, despite evidence 
overwhelmingly to the contrary, “nobody is dying of 
AIDS” and “nobody is taking the [antiretroviral] drugs.” 

Most bizarre of all, the letter states that “HIV 
brainwashed Uncle Tom’s like to invoke their skin 
tone in defense of AIDS Inc.” and that “such ‘people of 
color’ are invariably interested in one color, and one 
color only, that’s the color of money.” That sounds 
like a really sexy catch phrase for ACT UP/SF’s next 
wall defacing binge. But to be clear, I never “invoke” 
my “skin tone” or anything other than the evidence 
that I have in front of me to support my point of view. 

It may be that the people behind ACT UP/SF have 
significant questions to ask about what AIDS/HIV 
means as a cultural symbol now that far fewer people 
are dying in the group the disease hit the hardest when 
it first appeared. It may also be that ACT UP/SF has a 
point about insidious behavior on the part of pharma¬ 
ceutical companies. Nobody ever accused Glaxo Well- 
next page ► 
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come and its prior incarnation Burroughs Wellcome of 
having the best interests of gay men or persons with 
AIDS at heart. As with any corporation, for the phar¬ 
maceutical industry, profit is paramount. And if fewer 
people are dying of AIDS, they have fewer chemicals to 
sell. The engineering of the pharmaceutical industry 
and its co-optation of AIDS activists with luxurious 
hotel suites, all-expenses-paid “treatment advance” con¬ 
ferences, and the comforts of mainstream group-think 
are no doubt partly responsible for the lack of a vaccine 
against the virus nearly 20 years into the epidemic. 

When Andrew Sullivan (himself infected with this 
phantom virus) calls this the “twilight of an epidemic,” 
when Dan Savage says that we are no longer living with 
the presence of AIDS, when ACT UP/SF says that “AIDS 
is over,” and that it never existed in the first place, it in¬ 
sults the memories of those who have died of the virus, 
it normalizes the return of unsafe sex and jeopardizes 
the lives of all who buy into its propaganda, it spits in 
the face of the humanitarian work that a legion of peo¬ 
ple across the Bay Area perform day in and day out to 
fight the spread of the virus, and it transforms a pro¬ 
found human and social tragedy into a cause for polit¬ 
ical opportunism at its most cynical and callous. That is 
why ACT UP/SF is a disgrace to its own name. The only 
power it unleashes is the power to deceive. 

AIDS is not over. Fight back. Fight AIDS. And fight 
the disinformation of ACT UP/SF.

We hope 
that with any further coverage of Mr. Bodfish’s case 
that the Bay Area Reporter will acknowledge that gen¬ 
italia do not equal gender and that Mr. Bodfish 
should be referred to as a male.

Compliance can 
only be achieved through demonizing all other sexu¬ 
ality or through the great capitalist trick of selling 
things with fear. In teaching safer sex through fear we 
achieve two things. We marginalize all those who still 
choose to own their own lives and we contribute to 
the sexual dysfunction of those who are already trau¬ 
matized by the magnitude of the AIDS epidemic. 

So let me give you an idea of what the Truth Fairy’s 
perception looks like. First of all we should always be 
focused on the task of correcting the incredible unfair 
stigma of gay and lesbian sexuality. This means laying 
aside all of the judgments and fears of the heterosexu¬ 
al dominated culture. Celebrating diversity means cel¬ 
ebrating people and ideas and ways of life that are dif¬ 
ferent and sometimes challenging to our own ways. The 
second thing we need to do is to search for the truth in¬ 
stead of accepting the tabloid media sound bites. 

The truth is there was a syphilis outbreak in 1987 
jn San Francisco right in the middle of the epidemic 
when there were no bathhouses and no cocktails and 
no cybersex. The truth is if you dig deeper into the 
CDC statistics you will see that their truths are based 
on what they think might happen, not on statistical 
facts. The truth is syphilis outbreaks happen period¬ 
ically and will happen again. The truth is STDs are 
spread when an infected person comes in contact 
with an uninfected person regardless of where that 
may be or where they have met. As for the outbreak of 
other STDs, the health department stopped taking 
throat and anal cultures and at one point told persons 
who requested them that they were too expensive. 
Now they are doing throat cultures again, but'you will 
see no headlines that read “Health clinic policies re¬ 
sponsible for STD outbreak.” 

In this horrible PC environment everyone is afraid 
to say the one thing that is supposed to represent the 
foundation of our American ideals. We all have the 
right to choose how we will make love and with 
whom we will make love. We even have the right to 
choose something that another would think danger¬ 
ous or crazy. We are having this discussion now be¬ 
cause we have failed. Our city government has failed 
and we have failed as a community. We will know 
when we have succeeded because we will be sur¬ 
rounded by people who have enough self-esteem to 
make responsible choices for themselves. We will 
know when we have succeeded because we will be 
able to witness the kind of community spirit we have 
lost in recent years to a divisive, oppressive, mean 
spirit that is reminiscent of all of the places we came 
here to escape.

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Feinstein riding high 
with voters for 2000

alifornia voters might just 
give U.S. Senator Dianne 
Feinstein something she 
has always dreamed of but has 
never had - an easy re-election 
campaign. Unless state Republi¬ 
cans come up with a well-known, 
well-financed candidate in the 
next few months, Feinstein, who 
suffered through a big bucks ($29 
million), hard-fought campaign

against a multi-millionaire oppo¬ 
nent, Michael Huffington, in 

1994, could be headed for re-elec¬ 
tion next year in a very big way. A 
Field Poll released a few weeks ago 
showed the former San Francisco 
mayor with the support of 53 per¬ 
cent of likely California voters. 
With no Democratic opponent 
likely for the March 7 primary, Fe¬ 
instein even enjoys unusually 
heavy support among Republi¬ 
cans, and is about even with the 
support shown for both of the 
two GOP candidates who have 
announced - state Senator Ray 
Haynes (R-Riverside) and San 
Diego County Supervisor Bill 
Horn, both arch-conservatives. 
Among likely statewide voters, 
both Democrat and Republican, 
Feinstein polls 53 percent, Horn 
and Haynes each poll 12 percent, 
and 23 percent remain undecided. 
Most Californians polled, howev¬ 
er, prefer that Feinstein stay in her 
Senate seat and not accept a vice 
presidential slot next year, should 
one be offered to her. 

While the popular Feinstein 
has maintained all along that she 
“isn’t even thinking” about being 
on the national ticket next year, 
Democratic Party insiders insist 
that her name remains high on 
the veep list, particularly if, as ex¬ 
pected, Vice President Al Gore 
wins the Democratic presidential 
nomination. As for Feinstein, she 
calls the continuing speculation of 
a vice presidential nomination 
premature, but has never ruled 
out the possibility. 

State Republicans - still smart¬ 
ing from the Democratic Party’s 
big win statewide last year when 
they took back the governor’s of¬ 
fice for the first time in 16 years, 
easily re-elected U.S. Senator Bar¬ 
bara Boxer, picked up several 
statewide constitutional offices, 
and strengthened their hold on 
the state Legislature - are desper¬ 
ately looking for a “name” candi¬ 
date who could possibly raise 
funds from national Republicans, 
and prevent a landslide victory by 
Feinstein that might even help the 
top of the ticket - the president 
and vice president - and some 


within the party, feeling that both 
Haynes and Horn are too conser¬ 
vative, have turned to Congress¬ 
man Tom Campbell (R-San Jose) 
in the hopes that his “moderate” 
image could make a race against 
Feinstein at least a respectable 
one. Campbell, who ran for the 
GOP nomination seven years ago 
and lost to conservative Bruce 
Herschenson, says he is “think¬ 
ing” of running again in 2000, but 
has not made a decision. 

Reports within the state Re¬ 
publican Party have it that while 
some California Republicans were 
privately urging Campbell to give 
up his House seat and run against 
Feinstein, others within the 
House leadership in 
Washington, D.C. were 
urging him not to run, in 
part because they fear 
that his House seat 
would likely then go 
to a Democrat. 

Yet another 
Republican, 

Proposition 
227 co-spon¬ 
sor and Repub¬ 
lican Party maverick Ron -Unz, 
the co-sponsor of the Unz/Miller 
Voters Rights 2000 campaign re¬ 
form initiative, announced Tues¬ 
day, October 5, that he will run 
against Feinstein next year. 

Meanwhile, Feinstein, who 
under California law could run 
for Senate and vice president si¬ 
multaneously, but is not likely to 
do so, is busy raising funds for 
what she hopes - and many ex¬ 
pect - will finally be an easy re- 
election. The senator has made no 
secret of her aversion to cam¬ 
paigning; most observers feel that 
it was her tough re-election cam¬ 
paign in 1994 that kept her out of 
the governor’s race last year. “I’ve 
had a lot of hard elections in my 
lifetime,” she told an interviewer 
earlier this year. “One easy one 
isn’t too much to ask for, is it?” she 
jokingly asked. 

Politics and people 

I’m not about to get em¬ 
broiled in the ongoing public 
battle between Mayor Willie 
Brown’s campaign consultant, 
Jack Davis, and the Clint Reil- 
ly-for-Mayor campaign about 
personal behavior of any of the 
candidates either in the present 
or the past, but I can clear up one 
issue that I’ve been asked about. 
During the 1994 election, Propo¬ 
sition H (domestic partner re¬ 
tirement benefits) appeared on 
the San Francisco ballot; specifi¬ 
cally, Proposition H asked, “Shall 
a surviving domestic partner of a 
city employee be treated as a sur¬ 
viving spouse for the purpose of 
receiving retirement and health 
benefits, provided that the do¬ 
mestic partnership is registered 
with the Retirement Board at 
least one year before the employ¬ 
ee’s retirement?” I’m unsure 
where Reilly now stands on do¬ 
mestic partnership benefits for 
surviving partners, but in 1994, 
Reilly opposed Proposition H, 
which created legislation to treat 
surviving domestic partners in 
the same way as surviving spous¬ 
es. All 11 city supervisors and 58 
percent of San Francisco voters 
supported this measure, but Reil¬ 
ly’s for-profit slate, the “Califor¬ 
nia Democratic Voter Checklist” 
recommended a “No” vote on 
Proposition H. When questioned 
about his slate card in a later de¬ 


position, Reilly clarified that the 
positions taken were his person¬ 
ally, saying, “Those decisions (to 
endorse) are mine, are known to 
be mine, and constitute the en¬ 
dorsements of the California De¬ 
mocratic Voter Checklist and 
myself personally.” 

Calling the incumbent district 
attorney a “walking disaster” and 
criticizing the office’s recent han¬ 
dling of a trial of the alleged killer 
of gay city resident Brian 
Wilmes, who was killed outside 
the Loading Dock bar in the Mis¬ 
sion District (the trial ended in a 
hung jury), the Log Cabin Club of 
San Francisco has endorsed for¬ 
mer prosecutor Bill 
Fazio for district at¬ 
torney. The predomi¬ 
nantly gay Republi¬ 
can club also en¬ 
dorsed former 
Mayor Frank Jor¬ 
dan for mayor. 

District At¬ 
torney Ter¬ 
ence Halli- 
nan’s re-elec¬ 
tion effort, in¬ 
cidentally, suffered another set¬ 
back last week when Jeff Brown, 
the highly respected public de¬ 
fender, angrily withdrew his pre¬ 
vious endorsement of Hallinan 
and announced his endorsement 
of attorney Matt Gonzalez for 
the job. 

Mayor Brown recently ap¬ 
pointed longtime gay and civil 
rights activist Frederick Hobson 
to the San Francisco Rent Stabi¬ 
lization and Arbitration Board. 

I’m told there are still some tick¬ 
ets for next Thursday’s (October 
14) American Foundation for 
AIDS Research (AmFar) dinner at 
the San Francisco Sheraton Palace 
Hotel; AmFar’s chairperson, actress 
Sharon stone will preside. Call 
(415) 252-8523 for the and info. 

At the recent International 
Conference of Gay and Lesbian 
Criminal Justice Professionals 
held in San Diego, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Department and San 
Francisco Sheriff’s Department 
were named among the top 10 
agencies to be out of the closet 
and behind the badge. 

While there are those in the 
gay community who have been 
criticizing Governor Gray Davis 
for his centrist method of govern¬ 
ing, the guy deserves high marks 
for signing important legislation 
last week. One bill, authored by 
Assemblywoman Sheila Kuehl 
(D-Santa Monica) outlaws the ha¬ 
rassment of gay students and 
teachers in public schools and col¬ 
leges. Davis said the new law will 
help “beat back the forces of ha¬ 
tred” in the state. 

The governor also signed into 
law legislation, sponsored by As¬ 
semblywoman Carole Migden 
(D-San Francisco), that creates a 
state domestic partner registry, 
extends hospital visitation rights, 
and allows state workers to get 
health benefits for their domestic 
partners. 

President Bill Clinton re¬ 
ceived a standing ovation of near¬ 
ly three minutes when introduced 
last Saturday night in Los Angeles 
to a crowd of more than 1,000 at a 
dinner sponsored by the largest 
gay and lesbian political group in 
the state, Access Now for Gay and 
Lesbian Equality (ANGLE). The 
dinner raised $850,000 for the 
Democratic Congressional Cam¬ 
paign Committee. ▼

Give us your poor

A common charge against gay 
conservatives is that we are 
\ narrow and selfish, ignoring 
the needs of the disadvantaged. A 
typical example is a recent article 
by Richard Goldstein in New 
York’s Village Voice. Goldstein dis¬ 
misses gay conservatives as “a re¬ 
cent arrival in the movement,” 
then chides the Log Cabin Repub¬ 
licans for including too few poor, 
black, and female members. Fi¬ 
nally, he upbraids Andrew 
Sullivan, the most promi¬ 
nent gay conservative in 
America, for focusing 
on gay marriage instead 
of things like “justice” and 
economic “security” 
for oppressed people. 

Among progres¬ 
sives, words like “jus¬ 
tice” and “security” 
are placeholders for a broad range 
of policy choices. As one recent 
and especially articulate letter to 
San Francisco’s Bay Area Reporter 
put it, “our struggle for equality 
should include the struggle for 
universal access to health care, a 
guaranteed living wage, affordable 
and adequate housing for all,” and 
so on. The writer reasons that 
these are “gay rights issues” be¬ 
cause “we are everywhere.” Gay 



families, and homes to a far 
greater degree than we do now. 

Further, the undeniable demo¬ 
graphic imbalance in the move¬ 
ment has not been limited to gay 
Republicans. As Stephen Murray 
notes in American Gay, even radi¬ 
cal “queer” and AIDS street-the¬ 
ater groups have been mostly 
white and middle-class. Of course, 
there is no reason to conclude 
from this history that only conser¬ 
vative, wealthy, white males should 
lead the movement today. 

Aside from its errors of 
history and fact, the left’s cri¬ 
tique of gay conserva¬ 
tives suffers more serious 
theoretical weaknesses. 
First, it operates from 
an unworkably expansive de¬ 
finition of what consti¬ 
tutes a gay issue. If, 
as some would have 
it, anything that af¬ 
fects the life of any 
gay person anywhere is a gay 
issue, then there are no issues that . 
aren't gay issues. It may make 
strategic sense occasionally to take 
sides on other issues in order to 
form political alliances (and the 
ideological tilt of those alliances 
will vary). An all-encompassing 
conception of gay civil rights, 
however, would make it illegiti¬ 
mate to focus on narrowly defined 
gay concerns. 


The American gay civil rights 
movement did not begin in any 
radical upheaval of the late 1960 s. 


conservatives, whom he dispar¬ 
ages as out-of-touch, upper-class 
white males, are then faulted for 
not backing his policy prefer¬ 
ences. 

These critics are dead wrong 
about the gay right. As a matter of 
fact, gay conservatives are not 
“new arrivals” to the movement. 
Contrary to the widespread pop- 
history about the Stonewall riot, 
the American gay civil rights 
movement did not begin in any 
radical upheaval of the late 1960s. 
Embarrassing as this may be to 
some, many of the organizers of 
the movement in the 1950s were 
middle-class, white, male, and dis¬ 
tinctly “assimilationist” (read: con¬ 
servative) in their approach to gay 
civil rights. While it’s true that 
there were also dedicated commu¬ 
nists among these pre-Stonewall 
organizers, some, like Dorr Legg, 
were lifelong Republicans. They 
risked losing their freedom, jobs, 


That has profound conse¬ 
quences. Any organization that 
took this definition seriously 
would get little done for gay civil 
rights since it would constantly be 
distracted and divided by impor¬ 
tant peripheral questions. To 
avoid being unduly narrow, we 
become impossibly wide. 

Even granting this limitless 
conception of gay civil rights, why 
are gays more qualified to hold 
forth on race and class issues 
than, say, a union of bricklayers? 
Sure, we’re not incompetent to 
talk about them; but we’re not 
more competent by virtue of 
being gay, either. To avoid being 
selfish, then, we become arrogant. 

Second, accepting the notion 
that every conscientious citizen 
(gay or not) should be concerned 
about the problems of belea¬ 
guered groups, the next question 
is how to deal with those prob¬ 
lems. Bromides about justice can¬ 


not mask how complicated the 
inquiry now becomes. 

Consider the above-men¬ 
tioned proposals, for example. 
There’s a good argument that 
state-controlled “universal access 
to health care” would mean ra¬ 
tioned and inefficient health care, 
with less incentive for entrepre¬ 
neurial investment in lifesaving 
treatments and drugs for diseases 
like AIDS. A government-man¬ 
dated “guaranteed living wage” - 
essentially a dramatically higher 
minimum wage - would be infla¬ 
tionary and would depress em¬ 
ployment, hurting the lower class¬ 
es most of all. “Affordable and ad¬ 
equate housing for all” is pleas¬ 
ant-sounding code language for 
things like rent control. Yet rent 
control discourages private in¬ 
vestment in low-cost housing, 
hardly a boon to the poor. It goes 
on and on like that. 

Third, even on strictly gay is¬ 
sues, the critique of gay conserva¬ 
tives’ priorities badly misfires. 
Same-sex marriage, for example, 
offers more to Goldstein’s disen¬ 
franchised constituencies than he 
imagines. 

Allowed to wed, poverty- 
stricken gays will have an opening 
to the array of advantages mar¬ 
riage provides, including health¬ 
care, tax breaks, testimonial priv¬ 
ileges, and Social Security bene¬ 
fits. The generally higher physical, 
emotional, and financial health 
enjoyed by married couples will 
finally he available to disadvan¬ 
taged gays - people that are in far 
greater need of those benefits 
than rich white boys are. 

Women, whose desire for vari¬ 
ety in sexual partners is on aver-* 
age lower than men’s, are dispro^ 
portionately more likely to access 
the benefits of same-sex marriage. 
Why belittle this simple measure 
of justice and security for gay 
women? 

What we have is not a debate 
between a generous group of peo¬ 
ple who care about the downtrod¬ 
den and a stingy group of people 
who don’t. What we have, among 
other things, is a complicated de¬ 
bate between distinct visions of 
how to help them. That’s a serious 
discussion, unlike the polemical 
one Goldstein and friends want. T

A ll three openly gay members 
of the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors held a City 
Hall press conference on Monday 
October 4 to call on the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Justice (DOJ) to con¬ 
sider the impact of the proposed 
sale of the San Francisco Chronicle 
to the Hearst Corporation, and 
Hearst’s likely closure of the San 
Francisco Examiner, on coverage 
of the gay and lesbian community. 

Supervisors Tom Ammiano, 
Leslie Katz, and Mark Leno op¬ 
pose the de facto merger of San 
Francisco’s two major daily papers 
out of concern that issues of im¬ 
portance to lesbians, gays, bisexu¬ 
als and transgenders (LGBT) will 
not receive adequate coverage. 
The chief reason they gave was 
that if the DOJ approves the elim¬ 
ination of the 1965 joint operat¬ 
ing agreement (JOA) which al¬ 
lows the two papers to share pro¬ 
duction and advertising opera¬ 
tions and a combined Sunday edi¬ 
tion, while maintaining separate 
editorial departments, there 
would be less competition among 
reporters to “scoop” each other on 
issues of concern to gays and 
other minority communities. 

“It would be lovely if everyone 
covered our issues because they 
found them as compelling as we 
do. But it’s about scooping and 
competition,” said Leno. “Take 
away one paper and you lose that.” 

Some reporters at the press 
conference questioned the con¬ 
tention that competition, rather 
than the “need to simply get a

good story,” drives their efforts. 

Ammiano countered with a 
number of examples in which the 
two papers have tended to cover is¬ 
sues with different perspectives or 
emphases, such as AIDS education 
in the schools, and city opposition 
to the ban on gays in the Boy 
Scouts. He also noted the Chronicle 
endorsement of Matt Fong in last 


year’s race for the U.S. Senate after 
reports that he had contributed to 
the Reverend Lou Sheldon’s ho¬ 
mophobic Traditional Values 
Coalition. The Examiner endorsed 
Senator Barbara Boxer in her suc¬ 
cessful bid for re-election. 

Leno commented that in the 
case of the Knight initiative, the 
March 2000 ballot proposition 


which would ban recognition of 
gay marriage in California, the 
Examiner has editorialized against 
the initiative, while the Chronicle 
has thus far failed to do so. 

Leno also said that the issue of the 
Mormon church’s fundraising on be¬ 
half of the Knight initiative has been 
better investigated in the pages of the 
Examiner than in the Chronicle. 

Interestingly, the day after the 
press conference, the Chronicle ran 
a front-page story on Republican 
presidential-hopeful and Utah 
Senator Orrin Hatch’s condemna¬ 
tion as “bigoted and prejudiced” of 
Tuesday’s unanimous Board of 
Supervisor’s resolution, sponsored 
by Leno, which called on the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service (IRS) to in¬ 
vestigate the Mormon church’s 
fundraising among its members in 
support of the Knight initiative. 

Hatch, a devout Mormon, also 
said that he strongly supports the 
Knight initiative, while allowing 
that gays and lesbians “may need 
some sort of recognition for a 
monogamous relationship.” T

The client lobby is named in 
honor of founder Betsy Van Dyke,

Other donors who were men¬ 
tioned at the event include Maris- 
sa Tonello, who installed the 
phone system free of charge and 
got all of the parts donated, and 
Safeway stores, which donated the 
shelving and produce cooler. 

In. addition to the large client 
lobby, and the sunny community 
room - a meeting space available 
to the entire community - the 
building also houses a storage 
room, a walk-in cooler, a loading 
dock, and a complex of offices for 
staff members. A vegetable garden 
and fruit orchard, planted and 
maintained by Doug Gosling and 
Rachel Gardener of the Occiden¬ 
tal Arts and Ecology Center, sur¬ 
rounds the building on two sides.

the dining room of the Russian 
River Community Senior Center. 

“The foundation of this build¬ 
ing was built by a very dedicated 
group of people,” he said. 

According to Scofield one of 
those founders, Van Dyke, who 
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Food for Thought's Executive 
Director Ron Karp spoke at the 
dedication of the new building last 
Sunday, October 3. 

was also the food bank’s first ex¬ 
ecutive director, set the tone for 
the unique way that the food bank 
operates. Every Sonoma County 
resident with HIV/AIDS is enti¬ 
tled to a bag of groceries and food 
supplements each week, regard¬ 
less of income level and with a 
minimum of red tape. 

“The important thing that 
Betsy taught me is that clients 
come first,” Scofield said. “No ap¬ 
pointments are necessary for 
clients to apply for food. They just 
show up and the intake person 
drops everything to do an inter¬ 
view. This helps to soothe their 
fear and anger and guilt over hav¬ 
ing to ask for food.” 

Karp added, “It is a vision of a 
food bank where everyone is 
treated like an adult. Anyone in 
Sonoma County with HIV/AIDS 
can come here, apply, and leave 
right away with a bag of food.” ▼

A 3.1 mile (5-kilometer) stroll through downtown Napa this 
Saturday, October 9, will raise money for two local HIV/AIDS 
agencies, the Napa Valley AIDS Project and the Queen of the 
Valley Hospital AIDS Network. 

Calling it “a nice walk,” a spokesperson for the Napa AIDS 
Fundraiser Hotline said the annual event will take a new route this 
year, past some of the towns historic Victorian homes. 

Registration for the walk begins at 8:30 a.m. in Veterans’ Park, 
between Second and Third streets in downtown Napa. The walk 
begins promptly at 10 a.m. There will be refreshment and enter¬ 
tainment stops along the way to make the walk accessible to all. Be¬ 
fore the walk, participants can rev themselves up with complimen¬ 
tary coffee, food and warm-up exercises set to music.

What is PROPECIA used lor? 

PROPECIA is used for the treatment of male pattern hair loss on the vertex and the anterior mid-scalp area. 

PROPECIA is for use by MEN ONLY and should NOT be used by women or children. 

What is male pattern hair loss? 

Male pattern hair loss is a common condition in which men experience thinning of the hair on the scalp. Often, this 
results in a receding hairline and/or balding on the top of the head. These changes typically begin gradually in men; 
in their 20s. 

Doctors believe male pattern hair loss is due to heredity and is dependent on hormonal effects. Doctors refer to this 
type of hair loss as androgenetic alopecia. 

Results of clinical studies: 

For 12 months, doctors studied over 1800 men aged 18 to 41 with mild to moderate amounts of ongoing hair loss. A

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NGLTF honors 
allies at reception

^§P he National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force (NGLTF) 
hosted its 10th annual 
“Honoring Our Allies” reception 
in Washington, D.C. on Monday, 
October 4. The emotional high 
point was a Lifetime Achievement 
Award to Frank Kameny, the feisty 
activist who, for more than four 
decades, has played a leading role 
in shaping the gay and lesbian 
community. 

Kerry Lobel, executive director 
of NGLTF, recounted how they 
helped to organize Equality Be¬ 
gins at Home, a series of more 
than 350 local events which took 
place during one week in March. 

She was especially proud of 
their work with people of faith 
through the National Leadership 
Roundtable. The most recent 
meeting was “in the belly of the 
beast,” Colorado Springs, Col¬ 
orado, home to James Dobson 
and his Focus on the Family. “We 
went to the front porch of the re¬ 
ligious right and told them that 
they would not deny us our dig¬ 
nity,” Lobel said. 

The task force welcomed back 
Virginia Apuzzo, executive direc¬ 
tor of the organization in the 
1980s and recent White House 
personnel director. She will serve 
as a member of the agency’s Poli¬ 
cy Institute in Manhattan. 

Democratic Minority Leader 
Richard Gephardt (Missouri) was 
introduced to thunderous ap¬ 
plause. “I don’t feel that I deserve 
it,” he said, “because we haven’t 
been able to get very much done”

on a list of lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender (LGBT) con¬ 
cerns. He lay the blame at the feet 
of the Republican leadership and 
pledged, “If the majority changes 
in the year 2000, and I have any¬ 
thing to say about it, these will be 
on the agenda and will be passed.” 

He criticized conservatives for 
putting forward “mean, divisive” 
anti-gay amendments to legisla¬ 
tion. And he urged the crowd to 
“stand up for what you believe in.” 

“Some parents teach their chil¬ 
dren to be tolerant and some teach 
them to be intolerant,” said Repre¬ 
sentative Loretta Sanchez (D-Cal- 
ifornia), who defeated bombastic 
homophobe Robert Dornan. She 
said that she knew what it was like 
to be discriminated against as His¬ 
panic and as a woman. Sanchez 
spoke of her own experience in ju¬ 
nior high, “I wasn’t strong enough 
then to stand up and say, ‘Stop it.’ 


But I am now.” 

Noted anthropologist Dr. 
Beatrice Medicine was honored 
for her work on the role of gender 
in Native American societies. “I’m 
straight as an arrow,” she said, 
“but I taught my people to con¬ 
tinue the tradition of acceptance 
of gays and lesbians.” 

“Frank Kameny was fired from 
his job at the Defense Mapping 
Agency because he was gay,” said 
NGLTF board member Michele 
Zavos. The year was 1957. “He 
went on to become one of the pi¬ 
oneers of our movement.” Zavos 
recounted some of the highlights 
of his activism: telling a congres¬ 
sional committee in 1963 that they 
should repeal the sodomy law for 
the District of Columbia; running 
for Congress in 1971; and “in¬ 
stantly curing” gays by getting the 
American Psychiatric Association 
to reverse its position that homo¬ 
sexuality was an illness in 1973. 

The irrepressible Kameny said 
that “the gross injustice” of being 
fired radicalized him. “I used to be 
a shy, retiring person. For me, a 
three-minute speech was preced¬ 
ed by three weeks of nightmares. 
Now three minutes is the first half 
of a good opening sentence.” 

He spoke a wistful phrase of 
heading off into the sunset at the 
age of 74. It was belied by the 
bounce in his step and the jocu¬ 
larity and force of his rhetorical 
flourishes. “I have never chosen to 
adjust myself to society,” Kameny 
said in closing. “But to the con¬ 
trary, have worked with consider¬ 
able success to adjust society to 
me. I am confident that society is 
much better for it.” ▼

Forward Motion will offer 
three days of programs covering a 
topics such as relationships, fam¬ 
ily issues, spirituality, health, hor¬ 
mones and sex reassignment 
surgery, the transition process, 
history, legal issues, culture, com¬ 
munity-building, and political ac¬ 
tivism. Issues of youth and aging 
and race/ethnicity will also be ex¬ 
plored. The gathering will feature 
exhibits, vendors, and social 
events. The TransArt ’99 art ex¬ 
hibit will be curated by the Bay 
Area’s own Jordy Jones, and there 
will also be a video program. 

Scheduled presenters will in¬ 
clude author and performance 
artist Kate Bornstein, Susan Stryk¬ 
er of the Gay and Lesbian Histor¬ 


ical Society of Northern Califor¬ 
nia, author Mary Boenke, and 
FTM Newsletter editor Jed Bell. 

Also presenting will be Jami¬ 
son Green, outgoing president of 
FTM International, the largest ed¬ 
ucation, support, and advocacy 
organization for male-identified 
transgendered and transsexual 
people. The organization was 
founded in San Francisco in 1987 
by Louis Sullivan. In August, 
Green resigned from the board of 
the organization, which he has led 
since 1991; he will continue to do 
public speaking and serve as an 
“ambassador” for the group.

had been charged with 15 crimi¬ 
nal counts, including attempted 
murder. Freeman attacked Mario 
Mondelli, his patient, sex partner, 
and drug buddy, hitting him over 
the head with an ax and stabbing 
him 27 times on the evening of 
July 25,1994, puncturing his liver, 
collapsing both lungs, and putting 
him in a coma that lasted two and 
a half months. 

The brutal assault in Mondel- 
li’s Ivy Street apartment was inter¬ 
rupted at gun point by San Fran¬ 
cisco police officers. 

But according to the San Fran¬ 
cisco District Attorney’s office, 
they did not believe they could 
prove in court that the doctor had 
truly intended to murder Mon¬ 
delli - in part due to the fact that 
Freeman was a physician. 

In a plea bargain negotiated in 
June between Assistant District 
Attorney Chuck Haines and Free¬ 
man’s defense attorney Bill Fazio 
- who is running for district at¬ 
torney in next month’s election - 
13 of the 15 counts against the 
doctor were dismissed, including 
one count of attempted murder, 
one count for engaging in sexual 
acts with a patient, and 11 counts 
related to prescribing controlled 
substances. 

The allegations were dropped 
in exchange for a guilty plea on a 
charge of assault with a deadly 
weapon, with a sentence enhance¬ 
ment for great bodily injury. 

Wounds 'administered’ 

“The victim was stabbed 27 
times but the feeling here was that 
there was some concern as to 
whether or not murder was in¬ 
tended because the guy who 
stabbed him in fact was a doctor 
and presumably would have ad¬ 
ministered a lethal wound or one 
that would have certainly been a lot 
more likely to be lethal than the 
ones that he administered,” said 
Clarence Johnson, spokesman for 
District Attorney Terence Hallinan. 

“In order to prove attempted 
murder, you have to prove that the 
person started out to do murder in 
the first place and then something 
beyond their control interrupted 
that and there was just no way to 
really prove that in this case. If the 
doctor had wanted to kill this guy 
he had ample opportunity to do it 
and somehow did not. So that’s 
what led to the charge.” 

Defense attorney Fazio said 
that he finds this explanation 
questionable, given its previous 
rejection by the court. “As a dili¬ 
gent defense attorney, I made a 
motion that the attempted mur¬ 
der charge be dismissed based on 
the ‘doctor defense,’” he told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “That motion 
was denied.” 

Several attorneys familiar with 
the case who asked not to be 
named have also suggested that 
the victim was not seen as a reli¬ 
able witness, due to mental health 
and drug abuse problems, an 
ironic contention given the fact 
that the victim had initially gone 
to the hospital - and to Freeman - 
for help with these very problems. 

The attack had culminated an 
unusual six-month doctor-patient 
relationship between Freeman and 
Mondelli, which started with 
small gifts and meals, and quickly 
progressed to sex and drugs. 

The seduction 

Freeman found Mondelli 
while doing rounds on the SFGH 
psychiatric ward, where Mondelli 
had been referred by a suicide 
hotline. 

“This was just a seduction 
pure and simple from the get-go,” 
said Mondelli in an interview 


with the B.A.R. on October 1. 
Mondelli had testified at a prelim¬ 
inary hearing in Superior Court 
on October 17, 1996 - the only 
public testimony taken on the 
case. 

Mondelli described a strange 
therapeutic relationship, where 
the doctor began taking him to 
restaurants, then bars, and then a 
bathhouse for their counseling 
sessions. “One day I told him he 
was kinda hot,” said Mondelli. 
“He was supposed to tell me it 
was transference. I didn’t know 
that then. Instead, he told me I 
was hot, too.” It was at the 
Franklin Street bathhouse en¬ 
counter that Mondelli said he had 
“big alarm number one.” 

“He had a Prince Albert [a pe¬ 
nile piercing], which he said he 
did himself,” said Mondelli. The 
two had sex and used crystal 
methamphetamine at the bath¬ 
house, the first of many similar 
encounters. Mondelli said he 
asked the doctor whether these 
behaviors were appropriate, and 
was told that the rules did not 
apply to people like them. “He 
said we were like Nietzche’s ‘su¬ 
permen,’” Mondelli said. 

Following his release from 
SFGH, Mondelli moved to a 
halfway house, and then, with the 
recommendation of Freeman, was 
able to win Social Security bene¬ 
fits and an apartment, which the 
two would use for their meetings. 
“He had written glowing reports 
of my insanity,” said Mondelli, 
who reports that he has been “in 
and out” of hospitals all his life for 
mental and drug problems. 

According to Mondelli, the 
doctor would also regularly drive 
him to his dealer for drugs, which 
he paid for with cash advances on 
his American Express credit card. 
The doctor also allegedly wrote a 
number of prescriptions for 
methamphetamine-like drugs, 
and would always insist on keep¬ 
ing “more than half” for himself. 

“He told me he loved me,” said 
Mondelli. 

Freeman had promised to pay 
half the rent on his new Ivy Street 
apartment, said Mondelli, but 
after three months, had never pro¬ 
duced any cash. They discussed 
the issue on the evening of July 25, 
prior to the attack. Mondelli 
claims that “whenever the issue 
came up,” he would reassure the 
doctor that their relationship was 
consensual, and that he would 
never expose the doctor for the 
drug use, or the sexual relations. 

Green underwear 
and dark socks 

After stopping at a local store 
to purchase an ax, Freeman ar¬ 
rived at the door that night “with 
a haunted look in his eyes,” ac¬ 
cording to Mondelli, who also tes¬ 
tified in court that Freeman asked 
his “patient” to take off all his 
clothes and lie on the floor face 
down, spread-eagle, so he could 
give him a massage. Mondelli 
complied, and Freeman removed 
all his clothes but his “green un¬ 
derwear and dark socks.” 

He began giving Mondelli a 
cursory massage, and then, ac¬ 
cording to Mondelli, he heard the 
crinkling of plastic, and looked 
over his shoulder to see the doc¬ 
tor holding an ax high over his 
head, which he then brought 
down on his skull. 

Freeman never testified in 
court about the case, leaving it to 
Mondelli to provide the lurid ac¬ 
count of how the doctor proceed¬ 
ed to stab him with a hunting 
knife 27 times, while yelling, 
“You’re ruining me! You’re ruin¬ 
ing me!” 

At one point, they were inter¬ 
rupted by a neighbor who 
knocked on the front door. Mon¬ 
delli managed to answer the door, 


but said Freeman was standing 
behind the door threatening him 
with a knife, and he was too 
shocked and afraid to say more 
than, “Please help me. Call 911.” 
Mondelli calls the man his 
“guardian angel” and said he 
hopes to find out who he was. 

Mondelli said that Freeman 
slammed the door shut, ripped 
the phone cord out of the wall, 
and continued stabbing him in his 
sides. 

“I believed that this man loved 
me even at this moment,” said 
Mondelli. “And I said, ‘Let’s stop. 
Let’s stop.’ I really thought that 
was going to work.” 

The stabbing continued until 
the police got a key to the apart¬ 
ment and barged in with guns 
drawn. Mondelli said that the po¬ 
lice pointed their guns at him, as 
he had apparently managed to 
wrestle the knife away from the 
doctor, who had fallen to the 
floor. Both were taken to SFGH 
for treatment and evaluation. The 
doctor had a cut on his wrist, and 
tested positive for methampheta- 
mines. 

Back at the hospital 

According to SFPD incident 
reports, Mondelli was able to say, 
before losing consciousness, that 
Freeman had attacked him with¬ 
out provocation. Freeman was 
“unresponsive” to questions. 

When Mondelli woke up in 
the hospital, he said that he re¬ 
membered instantly what had 
happened. “I figured it had been a 
couple weeks,” he said. He ex¬ 
pressed disbelief when his broth¬ 
er told him he had been in a coma 
for two and a half months. His fa¬ 
ther had been told to make funer¬ 
al arrangements. 

Still unable to talk, due to a 
tracheotomy, or walk for months 
later, he said he gave interviews to 
police by nodding or shaking his 
head. 

The doctor was not charged in 
the case for nearly a year after the 
incident, and then was released on 
$75,000 bail. He left town, and 
won a series of continuances be¬ 
fore his arrest in Santa Barbara for 
writing bad checks. He was re¬ 
turned to San Francisco to face 
charges. 

Mondelli sued the doctor, the 
hospital, and the city for actual 
and emotional damages in the 
case. The suit was transferred to 
the University of California, Free¬ 
man’s actual employer, which set¬ 
tled out of court for an undis¬ 
closed amount, though Mondelli 
reports the “money has run out.” 
His disability benefits have been 
taken away, and he remains un¬ 
employed. Although he has re¬ 
ceived 14 plastic surgeries for his 
scars from the attack, he is not in 
treatment for his lifelong mental 
illnesses. 

He said he remains wary of 
therapists. 

When Mondelli got a call from 
Hallinan’s office last week, he 
“thought it was very funny.” Ac¬ 
cording to Mondelli, Haines said 
that “there’s a lot of people that 
don’t like my boss,” and wanted to 
know what he would say to a re¬ 
porter about how the district at¬ 
torney’s office had handled the 
case. 

Mondelli told Haines that he 
believed that he had done his best. 
“Chuck Haines wanted this guy as 
bad as I did,” he said. Then Haines 
informed Mondelli that Freeman 
had been sentenced to five years in 
state prison, with two years off for 
time served. Still, Mondelli said, 
the problem was with the law, not 
with the prosecution. They could¬ 
n’t prove intent, he said.

I t was right after the lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgender 
(LGBT) March on Washington 
in 1987 that a group of LGBT ac¬ 
tivists decided they were tired of 
reacting to nasty rhetoric and leg¬ 
islation, and were ready and able 
to be proactive. From this group, 
National Coming Out Day 
(NCOD) was born, and the holi¬ 
day has blossomed into a nation¬ 
wide series of events for LGBT 
people and their supporters. 

NCOD, which merged with 
the Human Rights Campaign in 
1993, is now celebrated in small 
towns, on school campuses, and 
in big cities across America. Can¬ 
dace Gingrich is the program’s 
manager, and she has spent her 
time empowering people with re¬ 
sources and ideas for coming out 
and remaining visible. 

This year, NCOD is Monday, 
October 11, and local and nation¬ 
al organizations are planning a 
variety of events aimed at person¬ 
al and public coming out strate¬ 
gies for LGBT people and their 
families. Events will range from 
the outrageous to the serious, 
with groups such as HRC; Par¬ 
ents, Friends, and Families of Les¬ 
bians and Gays (PFLAG); and the 
Sisters of Perpetual Indulgence all 
getting a piece of the local action. 

Gingrich, who became a na¬ 
tional figure when she came out 
as former House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich’s lesbian half-sister, said 
she is encouraging people this 
year to come out in ways they 
haven’t before. 

“A lot of people have had both 
personal and political coming out 
experiences. There’s a time when 
we come out to ourselves and a 
time when we take that a little bit 
further,” Gingrich told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “For me, my per¬ 
sonal coming out was all the good 
stuff. I was out, happy, and had 
my rugby team family. My second 
coming out was the activist com¬ 
ing out, a move that is almost al¬ 
ways inspired by something push¬ 
ing that last button. For me, that 
button was the Republican revo¬ 
lution.” 

Gingrich’s guide to holding 
NCOD events has been national¬ 
ly distributed and is now translat¬ 
ed into Spanish, and her theme 
for this year’s day is “Come Out to 
Congress.” 

“I’m asking people to write let¬ 
ters to come out to their legisla¬ 
tors,” said Gingrich, who includ¬ 
ed stationery and letter sugges¬ 
tions with her coming out re¬ 
source guide. “It’s important that 
legislators know their constituen¬ 
cy, and by coming out as a LGBT 
or a fair-minded person, we can 
encourage our lawmakers to vote 
for equality.” 

Gingrich asks that people send 
letters to her, and she will stand 
on the steps of the Capitol in 
Washington, D.C. with “hopefully 
thousands” of letters that she will 
personally deliver. 

PFLAG, GALAP, 
other activities 

Gingrich emphasized that 
coming out as a LGBT friend or 
supporter is just as important as 
coming out as gay, and Eric Fer- 
rero, PFLAG’s communications 
director, couldn’t agree more. 

“PFLAG chapters will focus on 
family members and friends com¬ 
ing out, whether it’s parents ac¬ 
knowledging their LGBT children 


to their co-workers, or siblings 
speaking up for their sisters and 
brothers in their places of wor¬ 
ship,” Ferrero told the B.A.R. 

In conjunction with NCOD 
and the anniversary of Matthew 
Shepard’s death, PFLAG will pub¬ 
lish a newsletter entitled, “Hate 
Crimes Hurt Families,” which will 
be available online and at local 
PFLAG chapters. 

“A lot of PFLAG’s Coming Out 
Day events will center around 
raising awareness about hate 
crimes, “ Ferrero said. 

For specific events, area resi¬ 
dents are advised to call local 
PFLAG chapters. 

The Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
of Petaluma (GALAP) has been 
celebrating NCOD for the past 
five years with a brunch. This 
year’s event takes place Saturday, 
October 9 at 9:30 a.m. at the Gar¬ 
den Cafe, located at 125 Keller 
Street in Petaluma on the east side 
of town.

and friends are welcome. 

Over at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, Berkeley, the Student Al¬ 
liance for Fairness and Equality 
will hold a rally at Sproul Plaza 
Monday at noon. 

Also in the East Bay, the No on 
Knight campaign is having a news 
conference at Oakland City Hall 
oh Monday at noon. Organizers 
are arranging for clergy and local 
officials to be on hand while vari¬ 
ous long-term LGBT couples and 
families express their dismay that 
City Hall is not open for them to 
get marriage licenses. 

Sisters have events too 

Finally, in what promises to be 
the best coming out party this 
weekend, the Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence will host and support 
several activities in San Francisco, 
starting with the first-ever “Coming 
Out Cotillion” this Friday, October 
8, at The Lab, at 16th and Capp 
streets. Participants can play musi¬ 
cal wigs and come out through the 
Sisters’“designer closet.” 


The cotillion is from 6 to 10 
p.m. and has a $5-15 sliding scale 
admission fee. The Sisters are 
hosting this event in conjunction 
with the LGBT Community Cen¬ 
ter Project, which has its ground¬ 
breaking in two weeks. 

On Saturday, October 9, the 
Sisters team up with the women’s 
SM group the Exiles for a play 
party to benefit the National Or¬ 
ganization for Women’s (NOW) 
SM policy reform project. After 
years of efforts by SM activists, 
NOW finally removed its anti-SM 
clause from its “Delineation of 
Lesbian Rights,” which stated: 
“Sadomasochism is an issue of ex¬ 
ploitation and violence, not affec¬ 
tionate sexual preference orienta¬ 
tion.” Although the clause is now 
gone, it is on its way to NOW’s vi¬ 
olence against women commit¬ 
tees. The NOW SM policy reform 
project seeks to educate these 
committees and prevent new anti- 
SM resolutions from being 
passed. The project also seeks to 
get a sex-positive resolution 


passed that is supportive of all 
safe, sane, and consensual sexual 
expression.

The party is from 8 p.m. to 2 a.m.

and phone calls from conserva¬ 
tives around the country de¬ 
manding that he veto the bills; 
many legislative aides and ac¬ 
tivists from around the state were 
deeply concerned that the centrist 
governor would buckle under this 
pressure and veto one or more of 
the four bills. 

“It says that he held true to his 
campaign promises, and he un¬ 
derstands what, we’re trying to 
do,” commented McBride. “The 
right came in and made so many 
wild claims, that we were going to 
force schools to hire pedophiles, 
or that AB1001 [the Employment 
and Housing Non-discrimination 
Act] was going to create a new 
burden of proof in the law. They 
had people calling in from all over 
the country,” a strategy McBride 
called “a very real threat.” 

“I think this is the best legisla¬ 
tive session that the lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender communi¬ 
ty has seen in the history of this 
state,” said Kay Ostberg, new exec¬ 
utive director of the California Al¬ 
liance for Pride and Equality 
(CAPE), which lobbied for the 
bills. 

‘We’ve made it to the 
bathroom wall!’ 

The Employment and Hous¬ 
ing Non-discrimination Act 
(AB1001), from Villaraigosa, adds 
“sexual orientation” to the list of 
protected classes, including race, 
ethnicity, and gender, in the Fair 
Employment and Housing Act. As 
a result, gays and lesbians who can 
show discrimination in hiring or 
in housing will have much 
stronger cases in court, and com¬ 
panies throughout the state will 
likely add “sexual orientation” to 
their non-discrimination employ¬ 
ment clauses, if they have not al¬ 
ready done so. 


“Antonio’s bill means we’ve 
made it to the bathroom wall!” 
exclaimed McBride, referring to 
the non-discrimination policies 
often posted by large companies 
in employee restrooms. 

‘Finally on the map’ 

Co-habiting gay and lesbian 
couples, as well as unmarried het¬ 
erosexual couples age 62 or older, 
will be able to formally register as 
domestic partners with the secre¬ 
tary of state’s office when the law 
takes effect on January 1,2000. By 
registering, partnered couples will 
not secure any of the rights, priv¬ 
ileges, and responsibilities of mar¬ 
ried couples, with a few excep¬ 
tions: hospital visitation privi¬ 
leges, and eligibility for health 
benefits for partners of state 
workers. 

“We are finally on the map,” 
said Migden of her domestic part¬ 
ners bill (AB26) in a statement fol¬ 
lowing the signing. “This bill af¬ 
firms the legitimacy, dignity, and 
value of lesbian and gay families.” 

“With domestic partners, you 
have that first step towards vali¬ 
dating and recognizing gay mar¬ 
riage through the Legislature, and 
at the same time as we have the 
Knight initiative which would ban 
gay marriage through the ballot,” 
commented Ostberg. “So you 
have those contradictory things 
juxtaposed, and it will be interest¬ 
ing to see what happens.” 

‘Do not stereotype, 
harass, attack...’ 

Kuehl’s California Student 
Safety and Violence Prevention 
Act (AB537), provides a recourse 
to students who have been victims 
of anti-gay discrimination or ha¬ 
rassment that has not been ad¬ 
dressed by local school officials. 
Students and their parents will 
now be able to file a complaint 
with the state, which may bring 
local officials into compliance 
with the law, and possibly expel or 


suspend offending students. 

“When you look at the helpless 
condition of students who we re¬ 
quire to go to school everyday,” 
Kuehl told the B.A.R., “and then 
it’s like they’re crossing a mine 
field everyday of violence and ha¬ 
rassment and discrimination, I 
think we have a duty to protect 
them.” 

Hate crimes bill 

The Hate Crimes Penalty En¬ 
hancement Act (AB208) from As¬ 
semblyman Wally Knox (D-Los 
Angeles) increases the minimum 
penalty to life without parole for 
people convicted of murders mo¬ 
tivated by hate due to the sexual 
orientation, gender, or disability 
of their victim. Currently, the sen¬ 
tence for such crimes is 25 years 
to life, while people convicted of 
murders motivated by race, eth¬ 
nicity, or country of origin are 
punishable by life imprisonment 
without parole - or death. The bill 
also takes effect January 1. 

AIDS bills still in limbo 

“This man has enacted laws 
that protect us in our workplace, 
our homes, our schools, and in 
the streets. How much more 
could we ask for in his first year as 
governor?” asked gubernatorial 
aide Bauman. 

AIDS activists around the state 
are holding their breath in antici¬ 
pation as the governor considers 
three HIV-related bills: a needle 
exchange bill, a confidential HIV 
reporting bill, and a “back-to- 
work” bill for people with AIDS. 
Bauman expressed confidence 
that the governor will sign these 
bills as well. 

“We are hopeful that the gov¬ 
ernor will view the HIV bills with 
the same level of understanding 
and compassion as those that af¬ 
fect the gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity,” commented Fred Dillon, 
state policy director for the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation. ▼

from Latinos and 24 percent from 
African Americans. Individuals 
with disabilities, including HIV, 
are two to 10 times more likely to 
be abused by their partners. 

On hand for the presentation of 
statistics were survivors such as 
Michael, a transsexual male who 
was abused by his female lover, and 
community and city leaders who 
are taking steps to recognize and 
combat LGBT domestic violence. 
All the speakers said that they had 
recognized nuances that continue 
to keep LGBT victims of domestic 
violence from seeking help. 

Michael, for instance, said that 
when he finally left after his lover 
stabbed him, there was nobody 
who would protect him. Police - 
who had seen the domestic vio¬ 
lence report and naturally assumed 
he was the abuser - kept him from 
retrieving his belongings and did 
not understand his need for a po¬ 
lice standby or support. 

San Francisco District Attor¬ 
ney Terence Hallinan pointed out 
that victims who do not come for¬ 


ward are not the only reason cases 
are under-reported. When Halli¬ 
nan sent letters to district attor¬ 
neys across the country, very few 
of them actually even considered 
LGBT couples’ violence as domes¬ 
tic violence. Without formal 
recognition of the problem, there 
are no avenues to turn to for help. 
Therefore, even if victims are 
ready to seek support, too often 
they will find none. 

There are several LGBT do¬ 
mestic violence services in the 
city, and some LGBT advocates, 
recently made aware of unmet 
needs, have created new programs 
that set a national example. 

Supervisor Mark Leno, who 
learned of the prevalence of LGBT 
domestic violence from Hallinan 
last year, secured $40,000 for beds 
in a shelter to serve gay men who 
are the victims of domestic abuse. 

“Lesbians could at least access 
the women’s shelters, but gay men 
had nowhere to go,” said Leno. 

Robin Nickel, domestic vio¬ 
lence coordinator for WOMAN, 
Inc., said she learned of the lack of 
resources for disabled people 
when a deaf lesbian came to her 
for help. 


“I thought I’d just hook her up 
with one of the deaf agencies,” 
said Nickel. “But there was noth¬ 
ing for her.” 

Instead, Nickel secured funds 
to hire a sign language translator 
so that she could offer the woman 
domestic violence services. Nickel 
said the LGBT community often 
overlooks the special needs of the 
disabled, just as the disabled com¬ 
munity does not necessarily reach 
out to the LGBT population. One 
of the most heartbreaking mo¬ 
ments, said Nickel, was meeting a 
deaf transsexual woman whose 
arms were pinned down during 
her last attack. 

“Because she used her hands to 
communicate,” said Nickel, “she 
could not even begin to ask for 
help until the beating stopped.” 

The lesson in all of these sto¬ 
ries, said CUAV representatives, is 
that much more needs to be done, 
both in mainstream organizations 
reaching out to LGBT people, and 
LGBT organizations recognizing 
its entire community. T

and should have known how bet¬ 
ter to kill someone with an ax and 
a hunting knife, Mondelli paused. 
“That’s pretty feeble,” he said. He 
fought for his life throughout the 
attack, he said, and without the 
intervention of the neighbor and 
police, he surely would have died. 

“I did my job. Whether the 
D.A. did or not, I don’t want to 


comment,” said Fazio. “You could 
ask was it an aggressive enough 
prosecution, or did they just get 
hoodwinked by a good defense at¬ 
torney.” 

Haines and Hallinan did not 
return repeated calls from the 
B.A.R. for comment. 

Fazio said that Freeman was 
happy with the sentence he re¬ 
ceived. 

Told that at Freeman’s sentenc¬ 
ing, the judge had recommended 
that the doctor’s training be put to 


good use in helping other prison¬ 
ers, Mondelli froze. Tears came to 
his eyes. 

“Oh, my God. What could that 
man have been thinking? Why? 
Because he works so well with the 
disadvantaged? That’s insanity!” 
he cried. 

Asked his thoughts about the 
doctor’s release in a few years, 
Mondelli replied, “I’m not fright¬ 
ened. I have no fear that he will 
come after me. The man’s a cow¬ 
ard.” ▼ 
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Pride Law Fund scholars had busy summers

'' '' he nonprofit Pride Law 
Fund recognized law stu- 
m dents who received fellow¬ 
ships to work on projects that ad¬ 
dress the legal needs of the les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der (LGBT) and HIV/AIDS com¬ 
munities at a reception last month 
in San Francisco. 

Several students from Bay Area 
law schools were on hand at the 
September 25 reception spon¬ 
sored by Bay Area Lawyers for In¬ 
dividual Freedom (BALIF), which 
is affiliated with Pride Law Fund, 
an organization founded in 1979 
that for the past 15 years has been 
the only national group that ad¬ 
ministers a summer fellowship 
program targeting the LGBT and 
HIV/AIDS communities. 

In 1999, Pride Law Fund re¬ 
ceived 21 applications for sum¬ 
mer fellowships, covering a wide 
range of legal issues affecting the 
community. The group’s board 
approved funding for eight of the 
21 projects submitted. Local at¬ 
torney Kelly M. Dermody and Los 
Angeles lawyer David van der 
Griff serve as co-chairs for the 
fund. 

This year’s law students and 
their projects included: 

• Chad Cronin, from the Uni¬ 
versity of Florida, who worked for 
11 weeks at the Whitman-Walker 
Clinic’s legal services program in 
Washington, D.C. Cronin’s activi¬ 
ties centered on helping HIV-pos- 
itive clients apply for and obtain 
Social Security benefits. “I felt like 
I had a real impact because many 
of my clients had a significant fi¬ 
nancial need,” Cronin stated. 
Cronin also completed research 
projects for different attorneys on 
various legal issues that affect 
people living with HIV/AIDS. 

• Christopher Daley, from Uni¬ 
versity of California, Berkeley’s 
Boalt Law School, who worked for 
TransAction, a joint project of the 
Ella Baker Center for Human 
Rights and Community United 
Against Violence (CUAV). Daley 
joined TransAction as a legal in¬ 
tern, to investigate police miscon¬ 
duct and brutality targeted at 
transgender people. “At TransAc¬ 
tion, we focused on community 
education and mobilization as a 
way of checking police power,” 
Daley stated. Daley researched 
and wrote a public education 
pamphlet on issues of police bru¬ 
tality and a street-level “know 
your rights” pamphlet targeted to 
assist members of the transgender 
community. 

Daley also worked on the cen¬ 
ter’s PoliceWatch lawyer referral 
line and observed two predomi¬ 
nant types of police brutality di¬ 
rected at the queer community: 
harassment originating from a 
person’s gender identity and ha¬ 
rassment subsequent to “discov¬ 
ery” that a person is or could be 
transgender or transsexual. 

• Marvin Dunson III, also 
from Boalt Law School, who spent 
the summer as an intern at the 
Lambda Legal Defense and Edu¬ 
cation Fund in Los Angeles. One 
of Dunson’s main projects was to 
develop a pamphlet designed to 
educate people about classroom 
discussion on LGBT topics, such 
as famous LGBT people in histo¬ 
ry, the LGBT civil rights move¬ 
ment, and a teacher’s same sex 
partner. “In light of Lambda’s re¬ 
cent victory in Bakersfield regard¬ 
ing the illegal removal of students 
from a gay teacher’s classroom, 
the pamphlet is designed to edu¬ 
cate school administrators, teach¬

ers, and parents about the current 
state of the law regarding parental 
consent and intervention in class¬ 
room discussion of LGBT topics,” 
Dunson wrote. 

• Kari Hong, from Columbia 
Law School, who spent the sum¬ 
mer as a law clerk at the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights 
(NCLR) in San Francisco. Hong 
prepared research memoranda for 
child custody and First Amend¬ 
ment cases and worked closely 
with the Lesbian and Gay Immi¬ 
gration Task Force, a grassroots 
group sponsored by NCLR. 

“In addition, I found my most 
compelling project at NCLR to be 
documenting health care discrim¬ 
ination against transsexuals,” 
Hong stated. 

• Emily Lieberman, from the 
University of California, Los An¬ 
geles, who spent her summer 
working for the legal check-up 
program of the HIV and AIDS 
Legal Services Alliance (HALSA). 
Lieberman’s work included an ex¬ 
pansion of the legal check-up 
program to serve the HIV-posi¬ 
tive gay male population at Los 
Angeles County’s central jail. Her 
work included tailoring the legal 
check-up program’s format to 
meet the legal needs of incarcer¬ 
ated HIV-positive clients, gaining 
support from jail administrators, 
recruiting volunteers for the pro¬ 
ject. and making logistical 
arrangements to recruit and meet 
with clients. 

• Lea McDermid, from Boalt 
Law School, who worked at the 
Prison Law Office at San Quentin. 
McDermid wrote a “know your 


rights” handbook for HIV-posi¬ 
tive prisoners in the California 
Department of Corrections. 
“After reading hundreds of letters 
and surveys from prisoners with 
HIV and interviewing many pris¬ 
oners in prison, I learned that 
their most common complaint 
was that their HIV medications 
were administered inconsistently,” 
McDermid stated. 

McDermid added that many 
prisoners who suspect they have 
HIV choose not to get tested be¬ 
cause they “justifiably fear that 
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they will be segregated and receive 
even worse medical care than the 
general prison population.” 

• Laura Stratton, from Golden 
Gate University School of Law, 
who worked as a law clerk at 
NCLR. Stratton spent much of 
her time assisting staff with their 
efforts to educate groups and in¬ 
dividuals about California’s 
Knight initiative, which will be on 
the March 2000 ballot and defines 
marriage as being between one 
man and one woman. “Specifical¬ 
ly, I presented information to the 
National Organizational for 
Women (San Francisco chapter) 
about same gender marriage and 
the harmful impact the Knight 
initiative would have on gay and 
lesbian families in California,” 


Stratton stated. 

In addition to the summer fel¬ 
lowship program, Pride Law Fund 
has started the Tom Steel Post- 
Graduate Fellowship that was cre¬ 
ated in honor of Tom Steel, a San 
Francisco attorney and one of the 
founders of BALIF. Steel died of 
AIDS-related complications in 
1998. Pride Law Fund launched a 
$250,000 endowment drive for 
the new fellowship in March and 
the group is expected to complete 
the endowment drive by next fall 
and is expected to award the first 
fellowship in 2001. ▼

AIDS, in spite of re¬ 
cent news that the death rate has 
flattened. 

But AIDS drugs are not a 
panacea. Side effects of the thera¬ 
pies are becoming increasingly 
worrisome. Besides the short¬ 
term manageable side effects, we 
are beginning to see the long-term 


effects on metabolism such as 
lipidystrophy, insulin resistance 
and the damage done to crucial 
organs. Also, some recent anecdo¬ 
tal data suggests a third of the 
people on antiviral drugs never 
get their virus to undetectable lev¬ 
els. Confounding issues of when 
to start, switch, and stop 
therapies are no more 
understood now than 
they were when the 
drugs first came on 
the horizon. Also, less 
than 50 percent of peo¬ 
ple who have been treat¬ 
ed with several an¬ 
tiviral drugs are able 
to get responses with 
“salvage therapy” or 
treatment that may bring virus 
replication under control. The 
spectrum of AIDS treatment and 
care today has truly become more 
perplexing, confusing, and chaot¬ 
ic as the millennium approaches. 

On the positive front however, 
HIV therapies have opened the 


door to an understanding of the 
immune system never before stud¬ 
ied or accepted by the dogmatic vi¬ 
rology discipline. What we have 
learned is that because of antivi¬ 
rals, there may come a day when 
the drugs will be only a part of the 
overall strategy to control HIV, 
coupled with the natural immune 
response. It is still very confusing 
and will take more time to sort 
out. However, as the epidemic 
moves into file millennium, much 
has been learned, but with each 
answer more questions are raised. 

ICAAC 

The recent 39th Interscience 
Conference on Antimicrobial 
Agents and Chemotherapy 
(ICAAC) held in San Francisco last 
week sought to address important 
questions about where we are 
today with AIDS treatment strate¬ 
gies and the role of the immune 
system. One of the major medical 
conferences addressing research in 
HIV, the meeting didn’t bring 
earth-shattering news or any 
breakthroughs, but did bring new 
insights to the complex and con¬ 
fusing state of research in AIDS. 

In terms of side effects the 
most disconcerting reports are 
showing a disturbing new imbal¬ 
ance of lactic acid in people on 
antivirals. A federal Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) re¬ 
port showed 60 cases of lactic aci¬ 
dosis or hyperlactacidemia, a 
build up of lactic acid that is 
probably related to lipidystrophy. 
Presenting as liver function ab¬ 
normalities and fatigue, the cases 
are few, but are beginning to cause 
a stir. Fifty-five percent mortality 
was reported in this report, obvi¬ 
ously something to be very con¬ 
cerned about. 

Several cohorts looking at eleva¬ 
tion of lipids and body shape 
changes were reported at ICAAC. 
Although any new data is good to 
see, nothing seems to be definitive¬ 
ly explaining the prevalence or 
cause of the syndrome, or provid¬ 
ing real conclusive evidence for

HIV/AIDS treatment hotline, which is why the organization 
always needs new volunteers to answer phones and provide 
information. Project Inform’s next volunteer training session/a 21- 
hour process that takes place over the span of three days this week, 
will give people the tools to help those who need advice about HIV 
treatment issues and referrals.

treatment. At an early metabolic 
symposium prior to the conference, 
Donald Kotler, a leading metabolic 
researcher, explained that we un¬ 
derstand less today about metabol¬ 
ic dysfunction in HIV than we did a 
year ago. Treatments for both ab¬ 
normal lipids and glucose levels, 
and for body shape changes remain 
illusive though some progress is 
being made. 

In one interactive session, Carl 
Grunfeld, a leading researcher 
from the University of California, 
San Francisco (UCSF), focused 
the discussion by explaining that 
clinicians must not lump all meta¬ 
bolic problems under the banner 
of lipidystrophy, that body com¬ 
position and metabolic alterations 
might have different if overlap¬ 
ping causes, but that the causes 
may differ. He also explained that 
mild metabolic abnormalities are 


commonly seen and severe ones 
are rare. Still, sorting out the con¬ 
fusing syndrome may take longer 
than expected. 

Understanding the 
immune response in HIV 

One researcher said that a year 
ago our understanding of the im¬ 
mune system could be likened to 
first grade and that today we are 
only at second grade level. But 
this new level of understanding, 
along with serious concerns about 
drug toxicities, has led researchers 
to begin to understand the im¬ 
portant function of immune sys¬ 
tem control of HIV. Much discus¬ 
sion took place regarding the 
flushing of reservoirs of HIV 
specifically in lymph nodes so that 
antiviral therapy could kill most 
of the virus in the body. Drug in-

terruptions, while intriguing, 
were shown to be an interesting, 
yet formidable area of future re¬ 
search with many unknowns. 

With regard to drug resistant 
patients, the news was quite sober¬ 
ing. Reasons for treatment failure 
are inadequate potency of the drug 
combination, poor adherence, dif¬ 
ference in how drugs are metabo¬ 
lized, negative drug interactions, 
drug toxicity, advanced HIV dis¬ 
ease, and viral resistance and cross 
resistance. Salvage therapy proves 
to be disappointing, focusing the 
problem on development of better 
drugs. However, there is more rea¬ 
son to employ use of genotypic 
and phenotypic testing in order to 
tease out a treatment option for 
salvage patients, if one can acquire 
the tests and then interpret the re¬ 
sults. Yet another complication in 
the era of AIDS care we find our¬ 
selves in today. 

New antivirals 
now available 

Finally, a few positive reports 
of early trials of new antiviral 
agents for late-stage patients were 
presented at ICAAC. The most 
promising was Trimeris 
Inc./Roche’s T-20, a novel in¬ 
hibitor of HIV fusion. In a Phase 
II trial at 16 weeks, 60 percent of 
participants had a clinically sig¬ 
nificant reduction of HIV; 36 per¬ 
cent reached undetectable levels. 


This is truly promising given that 
out of 55 patients who were en¬ 
rolled in the study, there was a 
median use of 11 prior antivirals, 
and 93 percent had been on drugs 
from the three approved classes. 
Indeed, the new drug is proving to 
not be cross-resistant to the older 
drugs. Side effects were few. 

Gilead’s PMPA, called Teno- 
fovir showed a 0.83 log drop in 
viral load in the highest dose arm. 
More potent than its sister drug 
Preveon, which goes before the 
FDA’s advisory committee for ap¬ 
proval November 1, the drug is 
now available in compassionate 
use programs. So far, there is no 
report of kidney enzyme eleva¬ 
tions, as seen with Preveon. 

Abbott’s newest protease in¬ 
hibitor (PI) ABT-378, to be cap¬ 
suled and therefore combined 
with their older protease in¬ 
hibitor, Ritonavir, looks good in 
people who had been on one PI 
but had never taken a NNRTI. 
Seventy-eight percent of partici¬ 
pants in this arm came up with 
less than 400 copies of viral RNA. 
This new drug will be available at 
the same time as Tenofovir in 
compassionate use. 

Overall, HIV treatment does¬ 
n’t necessarily look bleak for the 
millennium but it was clear at 
ICAAC that employing the natur¬ 
al immune response with better, 
safer, more potent antiviral agents 
will hopefully bring us towards 
improved survival and quality of 
life for the survivors of HIV and 
AIDS. ▼ 


HIV contact tracing 
project extended in SF

||*| f 211 people who tested pos¬ 
itive for HIV since October 
% ' 1998 at one anonymous and 
one confidential HIV test site in 
San Francisco, 54 were asked to 
volunteer the names of their sexu¬ 
al and/or needle-sharing partners 
as part of an ongoing federally 
funded pilot project. 

According to preliminary, un¬ 
published Findings, of the 54 
asked, only four people agreed to 
volunteer the names of a total of 
11 contacts whom they may have 
infected with HIV. 

Federally funded investigators 
with the city’s Department of 
Public Health (DPFI) then noti¬ 
fied the 11 partners that they may 
have been exposed to the virus. 

Despite the low level of partic¬ 
ipation from the pool of newly di¬ 
agnosed potential volunteers, the 
$290,000 demonstration project 
has just received a one-year 
$145,000 extension from the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention (CDC), according to Dr. 
Willi McFarland, director of HIV 
seroepidemiology with the DPH 
and the study’s lead investigator. 

McFarland said there are cur¬ 
rently no plans to expand the pro¬ 
ject in San Francisco. 

Using a new HIV test that can 
differentiate whether the testee 
was infected within the last four 
months, or earlier, allowing the 


recently HIV-diagnosed to nar¬ 
row down the possibilities of sex¬ 
ual contacts, researchers say they 
are trying to determine whether 
confidential partner notification 
is an effective form of HIV pre¬ 
vention. 

When HIV-positive volunteers 
report unsafe sexual practices 
with their partners, investigators 
make a more aggressive effort to 
contact the partners, and offer 
them testing and referrals. 

The detuned ELISA HIV anti¬ 
body test, co-developed by re¬ 


searchers at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, San Francisco, is one of sev¬ 
eral changes in the medical, cul¬ 
tural, and political landscape that 
epidemiologists believe might 
make contact tracing acceptable in 
the AIDS-affected communities as 
a form of HIV prevention. Ad¬ 
vances in early intervention treat¬ 
ment for HIV-positive people is 
another key change they cited. 

The Partner Assistance, Infor¬ 
mation, and Referral Services 
(PAIRS) project is the First of its 
kind to be conducted anywhere. T 


Clinton at gay dinner 

■Ok resident Clinton, attending a dinner in Southern California 
mm on Saturday, October 2, told gay rights activists he wished 
“we could have done better” on gay rights issues during his 
administration and said Vice President Al Gore has been and will 
be a “terrific” advocate of their cause. 

“It is ironic that at the dawn of a new millennium ... the largest 
problem we’ve got is primitive, age-old fear and hatred and dehu¬ 
manization of the ‘other’ - people who aren’t like us,” Clinton said. 

He spoke at a Beverly Hills gala billed as the largest gay and les¬ 
bian political fundraiser in history. The black-tie event drew at least 
1,000, including California Governor Gray Davis. It was sponsored 
by the group Access Now for Gay and Lesbian Equality. 

The event gave Clinton a chance to mend fences with Democ¬ 
ratic activist David Mixner, a former adviser who broke ties with 
the president in 1993 after his “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” policy on gays 
in the military. The two embraced on stage - their first encounter 
in six years - and Mixner said despite the “rough road” at times, 
“we chose a good one in 1992.” T

Felice Picano’s ‘Book of Lies’ 


by Jim Provenzano 

I hat is truth? Felice Picano may know, but in his latest novel, literary 
f truths become an elusive mystery. In The Book of Lies, the author 
of 19 books, including the bestselling Like 
People in History, takes on another aspect 
of gay history — his own. 

As a member of the Violet Quill (which also includ¬ 
ed Edmund White, Andrew Holleran, Christopher Cox, 

George Whitmore, Robert Ferro and his partner Michael 
Grumley), Picano is considered one of a shining group of 
writers who began writing as openly gay authors in the 
1970s and 1980s. 

Picano’s work as a publisher extended that contribu¬ 
tion when he started Seahorse Press, which first published 
playwrights Robert Chesley and Harvey Fierstein, authors 
Dennis Cooper, Robert Gluck, Jane Chambers, and, as 
cover artist for Brad Gooch’s first book, Jailbait, a little- 
known photographer named Robert Mapplethorpe. 

As to the diversity of Picano’s own work spanning gen¬ 
res, he mentions European scholar Isaiah Berlin’s essay 
“The Fox and the Hedgehog,” based on a saying by Greek 
poet Archilochus. Picano interprets it thus: “The hedge¬ 
hog stays in his little yard and does the same thing, while 
the fox ranges around from place to place.” Having penned 
memoirs, science fiction, sex manuals, mysteries, literary nov¬ 
els, plays, screenplays, poetry and essays, his range is wide indeed. 

Fitting that one of the few survivors of the Violet Quill would create a literary ad¬ 
venture out of history, complete with whimsical appendices of the collected works

As movie mak¬ 
ers in the ’30s and ’40s struggled within the censorious confines of the Production Code, 
the theater was blithely entertaining audiences with randy sophistication. Let’s Face It, a 
1941 Broadway hit, can still startle an audience today with its unblushing innuendo. 
When Hollywood got its hands on Let’s Face It two years later, the results were predictably 
bowdlerized. And since no cast recording exists of the delightful Cole Porter score, the mu¬ 
sical’s reputation has faded. But thanks to 42nd Street Moon, the local troupe that special¬ 
izes in reclaiming “lost” musicals, Let’s Face It is beguiling audiences all over again. 

Make no mistake. This is funny stuff. An audience at last week’s final preview often roared 
with laughter at both Herbert and Dorothy Fields’ book and Porter’s lyrics. The indulgent chuck¬ 
les that often greet older musicals and their hoary jokes had to be only infrequently invoked. 

Yet Let’s Face It is very much a musical of its time. The country was kicking into military 
high gear, a fact central to the plot, and some of the names that are dropped will be lost on 
many theatergoers. But perhaps the most amusingly dated aspect is the fat farm where three 
idly rich ladies plan to lose weight on a regiment that includes eight glasses of whole milk a 
day. “Milk makes me nauseous,” says one of the ladies, who still must drink her allowance. 
Today, she’d be claiming lactose-intolerance. 

The women soon bolt the milk farm, buying the company of three young soldiers to stoke 
their middle-aged fires and to teach their philandering husbands a lesson. When one of the 
soldiers tells a mate that he’s getting $100 for an undisclosed assignment, his friend says, “For 
that kind of dough, I’d simonize a battleship.” “You’re getting warm,” comes the reply.

Let's Face It was crafted as a ve¬ 
hicle for the young Danny Kaye, 
but at 42nd Street Moon, it’s Les¬ 
ley Hamilton, in the Eve Arden 
role, who emerges as the star. 
That’s partly because two pieces of 
specialty material written for Kaye 
by his wife have been deleted, but 
it also attests to Hamilton’s keen 
performance as the ringleader of 
the trio of bored housewives. 
Dripping with a weary hauteur, 
Hamilton delivers the script’s best 
zingers with acidic grace, and she 
skillfully puts across the best of 
Porter’s amusing lyrics — includ¬ 
ing the restored paean to Pets that 


includes a line about a “well-en¬ 
dowed donkey.” 

In Kaye’s role as one of the pri¬ 
vates hired by the women, Bill 
Fahrner is a pleasing if unsplashy 
presence, and he and Hamilton 
score on the patter song “Let’s Not 
Talk About Love.” As his charac¬ 
ter’s true love, Karen Walsh adds a 
little spice to this quirky ingenue 
role. 

Lisa Peers and Robin Steeves 
ably essay the other hot-to-trot 
housewives, who pair off with the 
appealing Kirk Mills and Christ¬ 
ian Cagigal as the young soldiers. 
Arwen Anderson and Sarah Je- 
bian are fine as their actual mates. 

Director Roy Casstevens has 
nimbly mounted this staged-con- 
cert rendering, and Jayne Zaban’s 


choreography gets a fun showcase 
near the end in the “Rub Your 
Lamp” production number. 

By this point, a primed audi¬ 
ence figured it knew what Porter 
meant in the lyric, “Your vigor will 
be bigger if you rub your lamp.” 
But not much savvy is needed to 
decipher this lyric from “Farm¬ 
ing,” an ode to celebrity agrarians:

Adam Bock is only a little bit 
surprised by the favorable atten¬ 
tion his play Swimming in the 
Shallows has been receiving.

20 years in the United States has 
taught me to be forthright.” 

Two years ago, he became a 
San Franciscan, moving here from 
Rhode Island “for the boys,” he 
said forthrightly. But he also fig¬ 
ured the sizable gay population 
would provide a more receptive 
audience to the kind of plays he 
writes.

“So many people are out here 
that it becomes expected,” he said. 
“You start there rather than grow 
to there. In Providence, just being 
out and having self-esteem is 
major.” 

Although Swimming in the 
Shallows, now in the Studio at 
Theatre Rhino, is Bock’s first play 
staged in San Francisco, he’s been 
writing for 15 years. His plays 
have been staged in New York and 
Boston, and for four years his Gay 
Boy Nutcracker was a holiday sta¬ 
ple in Providence. 

“I consider my plays to be gay 
plays,” he said, “and I want to use 
theater to tell stories from our 
perspective. I’m not interested in 
coming-out stories. Now we need 
to be talking about how do we live 
in the world and grow 
and challenge our¬ 
selves.” 

Presented by the 
Shotgun Players, Swim¬ 
ming in the Shallows 
looks at two couples 
and a single gay man. A 
lesbian couple is plan¬ 
ning a commitment 
ceremony, though 
one partner is re¬ 
luctant because the 
other smokes. A straight couple is 
dealing with the wife’s embrace of 
Buddhist simplicity. The gay man 
has had trouble with relationships 
until he falls in love with a shark 
at the aquarium. 

“I wrote ‘funny and simple’ at 
the top of the first page as I was 
writing it. Those were the rules of 
the play,” Bock said. “I wanted to 
look at how small decisions can 
send our lives off in different di¬ 
rections. Life is not just a series of 
powerful moments.” 

The shark, played by an actor 
with a fin strapped to his back, has 
“turned out to be a good 
metaphor,” the 37-year-old play¬ 
wright said. “People wander into 
interesting places with it. People 
think of the danger of intimacy or 
the danger of sex or of falling in 
love with the wrong person. But 
my mom’s an environmental ac¬ 
tivist, and I don’t see sharks as 
evil.” 

Bock grew up in Montreal, 
went to prep school in New 


Hampshire, and college in Maine. 
He got his master’s degree in play¬ 
writing at Brown University in 
Providence. In San Francisco, he 
works as the assistant to the prin¬ 
cipals at Meta Design. 

“I think gay people do have a 
vision that’s different because of 
our outsider status,” Bock said. 
“But as a white guy from a privi¬ 
leged background, I also have an 
insider status. That’s an interest¬ 
ing mixture to me, and something 
I want to explore.”

Playwright John Fisher 

A straight detour 

John Fisher, the area’s most 
successful gay playwright, has 
turned straight — but only for 
one show. “It’s like my 
first venture into 
straight-people theater,” 
Fisher said of Partisans, 
running through Oct. 
17 at UC Berkeley’s 
Zellerbach Playhouse. 
“But there’s still campy 
stuff in it.” 

Partisans, based 
on a historical 
footnote to World 
War II, focuses on a 
band of young Polish Jews who 
became part of the resistance as 
they lived a life on the run. At the 
Holocaust Center of Northern 
California, Fisher found aural his¬ 
tories recorded by partisan sur¬ 
vivors. 

“I thought it was dramatic and 
interesting and something new 
and an opportunity to put on a 
big production,” said Fisher, a 
Ph.D. candidate at Berkeley and 
the author of Medea: The Musical, 
Combat!, and The Joy of Gay Sex. 
“The university likes to get a lot of 
students on stage.” 

Although Fisher called Parti¬ 
sans 11 my first straight play,” one of 
the principal characters is gay. “He 
is the most religious of the people 
on the run,” the playwright-direc¬ 
tor said, “and he figures out a way 
he can be both gay and Jewish.” 

Fisher’s next play will definite¬ 
ly not be “straight-people theater.” 
Barebacking—A Sex Panic! Com¬ 
edy will open at Theatre Rhino 
early next year. 


It may seem that Fisher is an un¬ 
commonly prolific playwright, but 
he said, “I think of myself as more a 
director who does a lot of the cre¬ 
ating in rehearsal. And I try to write 
for specific people, so I already have 
the personalities in mind.” 

With a cast of 32, he doesn’t ex¬ 
pect Partisans to find a life after 
Berkeley. “It strikes me as some¬ 
thing too expensive for me to pro¬ 
duce and too big for any repertory 
theater to be interested in,” Fisher 
said. “I guess this is going to be it.”

tonight with dueling epics, sort of 
his and hers, at one of the festival’s 
main venues, the just-refurbed 
Sequoia. At 6:30 p.m., Ang Lee’s 
Ride With the Devil is a tumescent 
160 minutes of boys being boys 
along the Kansas/Missouri border 
during the Civil War. The film’s 
impossible not to like, partly be¬ 
cause lead Tobey Maguire is sly as 
a cat, and partly because it’s an 
original take on our own little 
Bosnia. (Also Oct. 15 at 9:15 p.m., 
Rafael Film Center, 1118 4th St., 
San Rafael.) At 7 p.m., Patricia 
Rozema’s Mansfield Park adapts 
Jane Austen’s novel and features a 
cameo by Harold Pinter. The di¬ 
rector of I’ve Heard the Mermaids 
Singing is only subtly successful at 
injecting some lesbian latency 
into this moral tale. (Also Oct. 9 
at 2 p.m., Sequoia.) 

Also at 7 p.m. tonight, at the 
lavishly restored Rafael in San 
Rafael, there’s starpower: Sydney 
Pollack’s Random Hearts with 
Harrison Ford and Kristin Scott 
Thomas. These two glamorous 
things lose their spouses in a 
plane crash, only to discover the 
newly deceased had been traveling 
as Mr. and Mrs.! This is the main¬ 
stream version of the screwball 
premise of writer/director Kay 
Mellor’s Fanny and Elvis: two 
working-class types crash their 
cars fighting over a parking space, 
only to discover their respective 
mates are having an affair. This 
likable comedy, all about true love 


triumphing over appearances, 
features a prominent gay guy ro¬ 
mantic subplot, Jennifer “Ab Fab” 
Saunders in a cameo, and a truly 
wonderful performance by Ray 
“Nil by Mouth” Winstone, marred 
only by his unintelligible British 
dialect. (Oct. 8 at 7 p.m., Rafael; 
Oct. 10 at 9:30 p.m., Sequoia.) 

More hot tickets 

The Joys of Smoking is an irre¬ 
sistible no-budget foray into 
verite by 28-year-old writer/direc- 
tor/editor/co-producer Nick Kat- 
sapetses. There’s nothing strictly- 
speaking innovative about mixing 
in monologues spoken to the 
camera with conventionally acted 
scenes, but this hometown prod¬ 
uct feels up-to-the-minute. The 
kooky concept of keeping a light¬ 
ed cigarette in the frame whenev¬ 
er possible symbolizes the film’s 
rebel-without-a-cause petulance. 
In the days leading up to his com¬ 
mitment ceremony, Daniel 
(Matthew Rozen) can’t stop going 
to bed with all the wrong guys, 
while the long-suffering Gray 
(Steven Sorensen) signals how 
much he loves him. Things just go 
from bed to worse as Daniel turns 
for solace to his sister Tiffany 
Marie (deliciously deadpan Deb¬ 
orah Cordell), a relentless pes¬ 
simist whose twanging drone be¬ 
comes the film’s most memorable 
texture. (Oct. 9,9:15 p.m., Rafael.) 

Girl Gone Bad isn’t the camp 
fest the title suggests. Director 
Louis Yansen has cfafted a 
thoughtful documentary about 
the fab chicks who make motor¬ 
cycle riding the defining aspect of 
their personalities. The only com¬ 
mon denominator here is fero¬ 
ciously individualistic style. 
There’s the beautiful butch LA 
motorcycle cop who looks like a 
kinder, gentler Robert Fuhrman 
and complains of not being able 
to exhibit feminine characteristics 
on the job. There’s the bad-ass 
bartending matron for whom 
“white-lining” (riding full speed 
between cars) is second-nature. 
And there’s the model-tall femme 
sheathed in skintight black leather 
who explains how an “outrider” (a 
woman not on the back of some 
guy’s bike) has to comport herself 
in the typical Harley milieu so as 


not to excite too much sexual ten¬ 
sion. Dykes on bikes may or may 
not rev up the screening. (Oct. 10, 
12:30 p.m., Oddfellows Lodge, 
142 Throckmorton Ave.) 

The Shadow Circus: The CIA in 
Tibet (1998), a UK/India copro¬ 
duction, is a 90-minute video 
documentary one feels couldn’t 
have been made here. Direc¬ 
tors/producers Bitu Sarin and 
Tenzing Sonam intersperse vin¬ 
tage newsreel footage with inter¬ 
views of the few remaining sur¬ 
vivors of Tibet’s guerrilla war 
against the occupying Chinese 
(1956-1974) to sketch another sad 
tale of territorial imperative. Ti¬ 
betan frontliners and their US 
trainers stateside, now old men, 
reminisce about the intense but 
transitory bond created by the in¬ 
tersection of political agendas. 
Since “nobody wanted to fight a 
war for Tibet,” the US ran a “nui¬ 
sance operation” that never aimed 
for independence. Funds were 
abruptly cut in 1969, when Presi¬ 
dent Nixon made up with Mao. 
The Tibetans tend to be as philo¬ 
sophic about the Yanks’ manipu¬ 
lation of their cause as the Yanks 
are in denial of any moral respon¬ 
sibility beyond US self-interest. 
One CIA guy definitively breaks 
rank in the documentary’s final 
quote: “The CIA looks at Tibet as 
one of the most successful opera¬ 
tions it has ever run. That’s a pret¬ 
ty sad commentary. We failed 
miserably.” (Oct. 15, 7 p.m., 
Rafael.) 

The Wisdom of Crocodiles stars 
Jude Law as a kind of genius 
voyeur vampire serial killer with 


AIDS and a Jekyll/Hyde split. Did 
I leave something out? The Hun¬ 
garian-born “healer and death 
dealer” Steven Grlscz is saving 
lives on the operating table and in 
the street when he’s not ritualisti- 
cally chewing up women’s jugu¬ 
lars and complaining about his 
health. Rarely are contemporary 
monsters this sexy, vulnerable, or 
eccentric: Grlscz proclaims him¬ 
self “a species of one — a croco-

dile who needs a job and a bank 
account.” Grlscz meets his match 
in Elina Lowensohn, who plays a 
gorgeous engineer with a knack 
for emergency tracheotomies 
(matte knife and ball-point pen 
tube). Director Po Chih Leong 
lovingly directed this elegant un¬ 
likelihood. (Oct. 16, 9:45 p.m., 
Rafael.) 

Peter Pan, a 1924 silent version 
of the 1904 stage hit by James M. 
Barrie, looks as young as ever in 
this newly restored print. Who 
needs a soundtrack when you’ve 
got fairies? This early sourcebook 
for the gay agenda, chockablock 
with quotable intertitles, should 
really play the Castro for optimal 
audience interactivity. Betty 
Bronson brings gender confusion 
to Peter, who’s at his/her best de¬ 
manding, “Do you believe?” and 
proclaiming, “I’m youth, eternal 
youth. I’m joy, joy, joy.” Ernest 
Torrence, a fab Captain Hook in 
tight black ringlets and lace, is just 
the right mix of grotesque and be¬ 
nign. After the climactic homo¬ 
erotic swordfight between the pi¬ 
rates and the Lost Boys, Hook 
walks the plank, and frankly, the 
plot thins. But this Edwardian 
chestnut, with its energetic inno¬ 
cence and sophisticated make-be¬ 
lieve, is a real charmer. (Oct. 17, 
3:30 p.m., Rafael. With live musi¬ 
cal accompaniment.) T

falls in love with Harry and tries 
to “properly court him” with 
flowers and a rabbit’s foot he 
made himself. The way the film 
develops this relationship speaks 
volumes about the filmmakers’ at¬ 
titude. Chappy’s uncomprehend¬ 
ing courting of a guy who could¬ 
n’t care less about him is supposed 
to be played for laughs, and in¬ 
deed there was plenty of laughter 
at him and his dilemma at the 
screening I attended. But the film 
lingers a little too long on the 
image of a highly distraught, cry¬ 
ing Chappy, and, perhaps unwit¬ 
tingly, moves into an almost trag¬ 
ic realm of unrequited feeling, all 


the while insisting that we laugh. 

Harry is mildly flattered by this 
attention, but doggedly stands in 
for the hetero audience, fending 
off even the slightest embrace and 
expressing the audience’s anxiety 
and amusement when Chappy 
takes him to a — gasp! — gay bar. 
The whole idea of farce is extreme 
exaggeration, and the film would 
have been truer to its own genre, 
and surely better, if it had 
dropped this retrograde element 
and perhaps had Harry at least 
pretend (convincingly) to suc¬ 
cumb to Chappy’s charms, as it al¬ 
lowed the more buffoonish 
Wayne to don babushka and mer¬ 


rily sew the girls’ costumes. 

Director Mark Illsley claims 
no-budget auteur Robert Ro¬ 
driguez as his inspiration for 
Happy, Texas, but Rodriguez’s fa¬ 
mous first film, El Mariachij was a 
model of improvisation, unpre¬ 
dictability, and personal vision. 
Happy, Texas has all the earmarks 
of a highly calculated, demo- 
graphically driven project, a de¬ 
mographic that undoubtedly pre¬ 
ferred that Harry, at least, not 
stray too far from the fold. T

The pretenders 

'Happy, Texas' fakes homo

' ( ne sign of the maturing of a 

community is its ability to 
vlaugh at itself, something 
that gay people — understand¬ 
ably touchy about “outsider” in¬ 
terpretations and images of their 
lives — haven’t always been able 
to do. Scott Thompson of the 
Canadian queer/queer-friendly 
comedy troupe The Kids in the 
Hall has complained about this, 
and recent screams from GLAAD 
about some allegedly unfortunate 
comments — actually quite 
harmless — made by hip TV talk 
show host Craig Kilbourne show 
that we still have a way to go in 
this area. 

That said, it can be stated cat¬ 
egorically that Happy, Texas, while 
sometimes funny, will probably 
grate on gay viewers who don’t 
feel compelled to laugh at the idea 
of a straight man pretending to be 
gay. The film is clearly, and not 
unexpectedly, aimed at the hetero 
date crowd, but isn’t today’s date 
crowd supposed to be hipper than 
in previous decades? There’s 
something woefully archaic and, 
let’s just say it, reactionary about 
a movie released in 1999 that res¬ 
urrects the Partners syndrome of 
showing straights reacting with a 
kind of nervous titillation at the 
mere idea of homosexuality. Not 
that we’re the only target; there 
are also plenty of “amusing” hicks 
and quasi-retarded rubes to laugh 
at, scattered throughout this poor 
man’s Some Like It Hot. 

The film begins promisingly as 
a kind of heartland farce, with es¬ 
caped convicts Harry (Jeremy 
Northam) and Wayne Wayne 
Wayne, Jr. (Steve Zahn) stealing 
an old trailer from two bitchy 
queens and driving it to the title 
town. They assume the queens’ 


identities along with their job as 
kiddie beauty pageant impresar¬ 
ios. Wayne, a comic psycho type, 
starts off screaming and cursing at 
the little girls training for the “Lit¬ 
tle Miss Fresh Squeezed” contest 
and trying to teach them to dance 
like he does — in spastic seizures. 
After watching a disco dance tape, 
he becomes much more attentive 
in his role of mother hen and 
quasi-queen, fretting over the 
girls’ performances and eventual¬ 
ly molding them into mini-divas. 
In one of the film’s funnier scenes, 
he’s sitting at a sewing machine 
whining like an ignored wife at 
Harry, who has dumped the 
whole pageant thing on him: “You 
don’t think I’d like to get out some 
night?” Zahn’s quirky delivery, 
unpredictable starts and stops, 
and bizarre physical gyrations 
serve him and the film well here 
and throughout and, political 
considerations aside, make it 
worth watching. 

Face work 

Meanwhile, Harry, who’s in no 
such danger of succumbing to his 
adopted role, is scoping out the 
town for romantic and financial 
possibilities. He finds both in one 
person, the sexually frustrated 
bank president Jo (Ally Walker). 
She adopts him “like a girlfriend” 
and confides her intimate secrets, 
even letting him give her facials 
and massages, while he drools 
over her behind his poor-fitting 
mask of gayness. 

Handsome Harry is also the 
object of someone’s lust. As in all 
such films where outsiders invade 
an insular community, the arrival 
of Harry and Wayne radically up¬ 
sets the status quo. For middle- 
aged Sheriff Dent, aka Chappy (a 
beautifully measured perfor¬ 
mance by William H. Macy), this 
takes the form of coming out: he 
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Diamond in the rough 

1 Nightmare Alley 1 plays the Roxie

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' ightmare Alley is one of 
• those dusty, neglected jew- 
. els of the American studio 
system. It’s been hiding too long in 
the vaults due to copyright entan¬ 
glements, but now the 1947 oddi¬ 
ty has reemerged, phoenix-like, for 
a new generation of admirers. The 
Roxie Cinema is screening a new 
print for a five-day run October 
8-13, and there are reasons aplen¬ 
ty to hightail over to the Mission 
venue for a rare look-see. 

Nightmare Alley has been awk¬ 
wardly judged as film noir, but 
that label only points to the limi¬ 
tations of genre assignments. It 
has few of the conventional trap¬ 
pings of noir — no gunfire, no 
private dick, no gangsters and no 
flashbacks. It has not one but 
three femme fatales. It is also like 
nothing any major studio 
(20th-Century Fox) ever pro¬ 
duced for a major star (Tyrone 
Power), and it remains perhaps 
the kinkiest movie enterprise to 
come out of late-’40s America. 

The film tells the story of an 
ambitious and amoral carnival 
worker Stan Carlisle (Power) who 
engages in every possible deadly 
sin to get ahead. He starts with 
Zeena (Joan Blondell), a sideshow 
mentalist. He swipes her verbal 
“code” necessary to convince audi¬ 
ences he’s a mind-reader, then 
takes up with Molly, a pretty and 
lonely young simp played by 
Coleen Gray. Things get compli¬ 
cated when Lilith Ritter (Helen 
Walker), an unprincipled psychol¬ 
ogist, teams up with Carlisle to 
fleece the vulnerable elders of 
Chicago society by promising spir¬ 
it contact with their dead loved 
ones. The scene is set for disaster. 

The planning of Nightmare 
Alley is a case of pure studio folly 
and makes the brilliant end result 
all the more unlikely and wel¬ 
come. The project began in 1946 
with the publication of William 


Joan Blondell and Tyrone Power in Nightmare Alley 


Lindsay Gresham’s bestseller of 
the same name, a grimy little tour 
deforce of vice, deceit and disillu¬ 
sionment. The book won the fast 
attention of singer-songwriter- 
musical producer George Jessel 
and sexy star Power, who were 
both enthralled by its excursion 
into Hell on Earth. They got a 
green light from Fox magnate 
Darryl Zanuck, but he was ner¬ 
vous all the way. Power’s charac¬ 
ter, an unrepentant heel, ends up a 
dipsomaniacal geek. Imagine — 
Fox was throwing its most prized 
side of beef to the business of 
orally decapitating chickens! 

Goodbye, ‘bitch’ 

Zanuck was careful to sur¬ 
round the project with premiere 
behind-the-camera talent. Es¬ 
teemed screenwriter Jules Furth- 
man wrote a gripping script that 
stayed true to the novel’s creepi¬ 
ness, but excised censurable story 
lines of a fatal abortion and incest. 
Also cleverly missing are words 
unacceptable to the screen that 
filled Gresham’s novel, such as 
“bitch,” “douche,” “screw” and 
“poontang.” The great cinematog¬ 
rapher Lee Garmes, who pio¬ 
neered sharp contrast lighting in 
the 1920s, gave Nightmare Alley 
the proper dark and mysterious 
hues. Cyril Mockridge’s score is 
unnerving without being invasive. 

Edmund Goulding was hired 
to direct, which must have raised 
a few eyebrows at the time. On the 
surface, his participation makes 
no sense. The dandy bisexual had 
a solid reputation as a fine actor’s 
director, and his track record 
(Grand Hotel, Dark Victory, The 
Old Maid, The Constant Nymph) 
quite spoke for itself. But there 
was no evidence in his collection 
of plush melodramas of a capaci¬ 
ty for psychological dread with a 
twist of sexual depravity. Even so, 
Goulding and Power had given 
Fox a solid hit the year before with 
the Oscar winner The Razor’s 
Edge, and star and director had 
much mutual admiration. Zanuck 
probably okayed Goulding to pro¬ 
tect Power from making the mis¬ 
take of his career. 

Power reached his peak as an 
actor here, but he is nearly 
eclipsed by a trio of fantastic fe¬ 
males. Blondell, one of our great 
underrated stars, is filled with de¬ 
liciously blowsy regret. One look 
at her Zeena and you know this 
woman of fading loveliness was 
valedictorian at the School of 
Hard Knocks. Molly begins pert 
and empty, but as played by Gray, 
she grows complex, more dis¬ 
turbed and disturbing as the 
movie progresses. Perhaps most 
impressive is Helen Walker. Her 
shameless love of crime and the 


steady gaze of her wide-set eyes 
telepath barracuda bloodlust. Add 
to this cast magnificent support 
from Taylor Holmes as a haunted 
millionaire and Ian Keith as 
Zeena’s broken-down drunkard 
husband, and you have a movie of 
impeccable acting. 

Zanuck was fearful that Night¬ 
mare Alley would turn patrons off. 
It was just plain too gloomy, fatal¬ 
istic and depressing. When early 
mixed reviews were sprinkled with 
words like “shocking,” “revulsion” 
and “distasteful,” Fox pulled the 
plug on marketing, and the movie 
died before finding an audience. A 
more conventional Power starrer 
from Fox, the forgettable Captain 
from Castile, also opened in 1947, 
amidst much more advertising and 
bally-hoo. It, too, tanked at the box 
office. Power, demoralized by the 
quick obscurity of Nightmare 
Alley, was the high-profile casualty 
of Zanuck’s miscalculations. His 
career never recovered. It was his 
heart’s desire to be respected as a 
serious actor, and he forever con¬ 
sidered Stan Carlisle his best per¬ 
formance. Today, few would argue. 

Nightmare Alley is an episodic, 
uneasy masterpiece, drawing a 
thin line between artful commerce 
and frank exploitation. Its source 
is a fabulous piece of trash, its 
maker is a highbrow studio, and 
their union gives the movie a 
queasiness that actually benefits 
the material. We could grouse a 
bit. There are some technical er¬ 
rors — camera and boom shad¬ 
ows and the like. More significant¬ 
ly, the relationship between Stan 
and Molly strains credibility. Her 
devotion to him is irrational, even 
if she is something of a dim bulb. 
Then again, humble gifts and the 
attention of someone special go a 
long way in life and in the movies. 

Minor failings aside, the evi¬ 
dence of Goulding’s sure hand is 
everywhere. The darkly erotic 
close-up of Power and Blondell in 
a dilapidated truck or Holmes’ 
awed gaze at the specter of his 
dead lover are just two of many 
indelible moments. Carlisle parks 
his chewing gum on a carnival 
stage, and it registers as a repre¬ 
sentation of all that is rotten and 
bogus in his character. Indeed, 
Nightmare Alley is so assuredly 
made that even throwaway mo¬ 
ments have the weight of 
metaphor behind them. This was 
difficult work to pull off, but our 
job is easy. All we have to do is 
wallow in the pleasure of a movie 
made with a genuinely audacious 
and subversive spirit. ▼

Working out with 'American Beaut /

- ilm critics love hyperbole; as 
a consequence, the “best film 
m. of the year” often looks like 
much ado about nothing to the 
audience (like last year’s Best Pic¬ 
ture, Shakespeare in Love). That 
said, make no mistake — Sam 
Mendes’ exquisitely dark and inci¬ 
sive satire of American suburban 
life, American Beauty, is as perfect 
as its setting purports to be. 

The Burnhams — Lester, Car¬ 
olyn and their teenage daughter 
Jane — live in a suburbia so pro¬ 
totypical that they actually have a 
white picket fence against which 
Carolyn’s obsessively tended 
American Beauty roses grow in 
perfect, but subtly violent, coun¬ 
terpoint. Carolyn (Annette Ben- 
ing) is a chic but manic real estate 
agent; Lester (Kevin Spacey) 
writes for a media magazine; Jane 
(Thora Birch) hates her parents, 
saves her babysitting money for 
breast augmentation surgery and 
pals around with Lolita-esque 
cheerleader Angela (Mena Su- 
vari). 

On one side of the Burnhams 
live a gay Log Cabinette couple 
(both named Jim) and their Jack 
Russell terrier. On the other side 
the Fitts family — rigid fag-hat¬ 
ing Marine Colonel Dad (Chris 
Cooper), emotionally broken 
OCD housecleaning Mom (Alli¬ 
son Janney) and drug dealer cum 
video voyeur son Ricky (Wes 
Bentley) — has just moved in. No 
one — except the vapid Jims -**■ is 
happy; everyone is about to run 
amok. 

Lester begins and ends his days 
masturbating and fantasizing 
about Angela; Carolyn spends her 
days trying to beat out the real es¬ 
tate king (Peter Gallagher) and 
keep her tightly controlled world 
from coming undone; Col. Fitts 
spends his days trying to catch 
Ricky out at something; Ricky 
spends his days trying to win 
Jane’s affections. Trouble’s brew¬ 
ing. And trouble finds everyone 
— save the Jims. 

The film opens a la Sunset 
Boulevard — and with similar 
foreshadowing. (Lester hasn’t 
long to live.) Mendes — a British 
theatre director ( Cabaret, The 
Blue Room) — has done his cine¬ 
matic homework: homages to 
Billy Wilder (SB), Terence Malick 
(Badlands), Robert Redford (Or¬ 
dinary People), and Bob Rafelson 
(Five Easy Pieces), among others, 
pepper the film. 

Naked truth 

To woo Angela, Lester begins 
to work out — first with the Jims 
(“I want to look good naked,” he 
says when they ask what improve¬ 
ment he seeks), then in the garage 
with grade A dope bought from 
Ricky. Soon Lester loses his job, 
Carolyn gets bedded by the real 
estate king (“fuck me, Your 
Majesty”) and Jane stops thinking 
Ricky is creepy and begins think¬ 
ing she can have a life outside 
suburbia. Mrs. Fitts keeps clean¬ 
ing. Col. Fitts keeps watching. 
Trouble continues to brew. 

American Beauty is about ’90s 
acquisitionism and narcissism 
and the misery they engender. It’s 
also about rites of passage — not 
in the cliche sense, but in a deep, 
interior way that peels back the 
petals of desire to expose the bud 
of what is real and true. In Alan 
Ball’s screenplay and Mendes’ vi¬ 
sion, love — and the tender sexu¬ 


ality that often accompanies it — 
is real and true; beauty is real and 
true — not the facile red rose kind 
of beauty, but the darker, rough- 
around-the-edges kind just be¬ 
neath the surface of the suburban 
facade. No simplistic moral tale 
about the evils of suburbia, Amer¬ 
ican Beauty exposes exactly why 
its denizens — save the Jims — 
are so unhappy; it becomes 
painfully clear that the unexam¬ 
ined life is not worth living. 

And thus people make per¬ 
ilously wrong choices. In the 
course of his rebellion, Lester does 
vicious things; that the viewer 
continues to feel an almost tran¬ 
scendent sympathy for him is in¬ 
dicative of the power of Mendes’ 
filmmaking — and Spacey’s per¬ 
formance, which is arguably the 
best of his stellar career, better 
even than his tour de force in The 
Usual Suspects. He imbues Lester 
with an intensity that tears up the 
screen and our hearts. Bening 
hasn’t been this good since The 


Grifters. The scene in which she 
prepares to show a hideous sub¬ 
urban ranch house is Oscar-wor¬ 
thy. Suvari is sexy and sweet by 
turns while Birch and Bentley 
make a believably anarchistic pair 
of ’90s lovers. Janney’s Stepford 
wife has a wrenching poignancy. 
And Chris Cooper as the tortured 
and torturing Colonel provides a 
stunning performance that res¬ 
onates long after one leaves the 
theatre. 

Subtlety and nuance are 
Mendes’ hallmarks; as a conse¬ 
quence it’s difficult to exculpate 
the film without giving away 
unique and vivid surprises. We 
will say this: Don’t let the Jims 
fool you; this is a very queer film 
that is as much about stifled gay 
desire as it is about the vicissi¬ 
tudes of modern marriage. 

American Beauty is beautifully 
shot by Conrad Hall with mar¬ 
velous use of video insets and 
metaphoric use of lighting. It has 
moments of breathtaking acid hi¬ 


larity and equally heart-stopping 
moments of extreme beauty and 
violence. The last 20 minutes of 
the film are a night drive on Route 
1 — just when you think the last 


hairpin turn has been negotiated, 
another twist sends you careening 
cliffward. The ending is exquisite 
as it is shocking. See this film. 
Then see it again. ▼

Interview with conductor Richard Bonynge

HI mericans whose ideas of 
suave sophistication are 
1 I limited to caricatures such 
as the creepy Hungarian who 
dances with Nik Kidman in Stan¬ 
ley Kubrick’s Eyes Wide Shut 
should meet Richard Bonynge. 
The Australian conductor, here to 
lead Donizetti’s Lucia di Lammer- 
moor for San Francisco Opera, is 
the coolest customer I’ve ever 
met. 

Unfailingly gracious and po¬ 
lite, with an almost purring Noel 
Cowardish accent (but not of the 
affected quality that made the 
Ovid-spouting Hungarian so odi¬ 
ous), Bonynge is calmly detached 
— publicly, at least — from any¬ 
thing vulgar or bumptious in the 
opera world. You might ask, What 
does that leave? but when Bonyn¬ 
ge (pronounced BON-ing) speaks 
of unusual music, his eyes sparkle 
like any passionate enthusiast. 

In January he was at the 
Stanislavski Theater in Moscow to 
conduct and record Nicolas 
Isouard’s Cendrillon, a 1810 
French hit until it was succeeded 
by Rossini’s Cenerentola (both are 
based on the story of Cinderella). 
“It’s full of delicious, difficult col¬ 
oratura for the stepsisters,” 
Bonynge relates, “and the audi¬ 
ence went bananas. Basically, they 
haven’t heard such brilliant music 
in 70 years.” 

That swipe at Communism’s 
tractor realism is about as close as 
Bonynge gets to politics of any 
kind. After ten years of running 
the opera in Sydney (“I enjoyed it 
up to a point”), he has no ambi¬ 
tions ever again to be a music di¬ 
rector. Making a face like a cat ap¬ 
proaching sour milk, the conduc¬ 
tor says mildly, “No, I love music 
and I love working with congenial 
people, but I have no desire to get 
involved in the politics of running 
a company.” For instance, he knew 
nothing about SFO’s new general 
director designate, Pamela Rosen¬ 
berg. 

Bonynge doesn’t have his head 
in the sand operatically, he just 
concentrates on singers and 
music. He has learned to protect 
his feelings since those days 35 
years ago when he began to con-

duct for his wife, superstar diva 
Joan Sutherland. Bonynge was 
subjected to the most insulting re¬ 
views, including being called Mr. 
Sutherland, but he’s hardly bitter. 
“Goodness, no. I dare say they 
were right, some of the time. After 
all, I was learning in public and in 
major opera houses, too. Of 
course, I had been studying music 
since I was four and I did know 
the scores backwards. But I was 
too terrified to take lessons in 
conducting, so you can say that I 
am self-taught.” 

Legendary battles 

The problem was that Suther¬ 
land, with Bonynge’s help, was 
doing something that no one had 
done in opera in living memory, 
and the ordinary house conduc¬ 
tor simply could not keep up. Sto¬ 
ries of the diva’s battles with con¬ 
ductors, Joan giving as good as 
she got, are legend. Finally, 
Bonynge was persuaded to ac¬ 
company his wife at a Roman 
concert after the scheduled con¬ 
ductor was in a car accident. 
Bonynge snickers, but not un¬ 
kindly. “I must say, the orchestra 
was most kind and helpful, so we 
got through it. Her agent was tired 
of hearing Joan complain about 
conductors, and I was drafted. Be¬ 
lieve me, I trembled through the 
first five or ten years.” 

The basic criticism was that 
Bonynge was too indulgent of “La 
Stupenda” (as the Italians dubbed 
Sutherland; “La Divina” was al¬ 
ready the nickname of Maria 
Callas). Yet I can remember early 
performances in SF in which the 
overall pulse may not have been 
energetic enough, but the ensem¬ 
bles — Traviata's third act and the 
finale to Norma — were over¬ 
whelming in their cumulative 
emotional power. Since those days, 
Bonynge has developed into a wise 
and spirited conductor of French 
music, bel canto and his beloved 
operetta. He’s managed to per¬ 
suade Decca to record rare works, 
including Le Domino Noir, Le Tore¬ 
ador and the newest, Kalman’s Die 
Herzogen von Chicago. 

When Sutherland retired, 
nay-sayers predicted that Bonyn¬ 


ge’s conducting career would end 
abruptly. Instead, his agenda is 
filled for years to come. “I can 
truthfully say that I’ve never con¬ 
ducted a work I didn’t love. In 
fact, I’ve said no more than I’ve 
said yes. I’ve conducted a few Puc¬ 
cini operas, and enjoyed them, 
but mostly I’ve stuck to the reper¬ 
tory I know best. When I can per¬ 
suade an opera company to do 
something rare, such as the Cen¬ 
drillon, that’s when I’m the happi¬ 
est.” 

Listening to his enthusiasm, I 
observe that this kind of work 
seems totally fulfilling, and while 
he is nodding yes, I venture (be¬ 
cause I’ve known him for a long 
time): “Maybe it’s even better then 
sex?” His startled laugh is accom¬ 
panied by a quick disclaimer, “No, 
I don’t think so...,” a beat, and then 
an even bigger laugh. “Well, maybe 
at my age ... I’m going to be 69 to¬ 
morrow!” He doesn’t look it, with 
his unlined complexion and 
cropped silver hair, but he relates 
with mock horror that his grand¬ 
children (who live in Australia) are 
now 14 and 16. “Pretty soon, I’ll be 
a great-grandfather,” he moans, 
clearly tickled by the idea. 

Close your eyes and 
think of England 

When he and Sutherland first 
began collaborating musically in 
London in the ’50s, it was, as 
Bonynge says, operatic heaven. 
“London was the center of the 
opera world in those days, and it 
spoiled me for other singers. We 
went to the opera nearly every 
night and heard Tebaldi at her 
peak; what a gorgeous sound that 
was. And Flagstad singing all her 
famous roles: Isolde, Briinnhilde, 
Fidelio. Schwarzkopf as Susanna, 
which I thought suited her better 
than the heavier roles she took 
later. The young de los Angeles. 
The beautiful Virginia Zeani, with 
that velvety sound, like Ponselle 
with a high extension. 

“And, of course, Callas, both 
before and after the weight loss. 
Before, she was better. Nobody 
can lose all that weight that quick¬ 
ly and not have it affect their

1 Pp or reasons I find totally baf¬ 
fling, the least talked-about 
ti news on the Bay Area music 
scene was Joan Jeanrenaud’s de¬ 
parture from the Kronos Quartet. 
What does it say about a gossip- 
prone yet news-starved music 
press that one of the area’s most 
cherished musicians can say a 
goodbye, of sorts, and win such a 
pallid response? 

I’m not suggesting a news 
black-out here, say nothing of a 
cover-up. After 25 years with an 
ensemble she anchored, Jeanre- 
naud has decided to have a life. 
End of story. Beginning, one 
hopes for Jeanrenaud, of equally 
rich Life No. 2. The Chroris story, 
following Jeanrenaud’s an¬ 
nouncement that her “leave” 
would be permanent, was sweet, 
and informative as far as this es¬ 
timable musician’s plans go. And 
the reception for Jeanrenaud and 
Jennifer Culp, the cellist to whom 
she has passed the bow, was wel-

come. And then the silence. 

But come on, folks. At the 
sheer totemic level, this is Princess 
Joan stepping off Starship Kronos 
and into free space. At a more 
real-life level, it’s the departure of 
one hell of a cellist, as ideal a col¬ 
league as any ensemble ever had a 
right to hope, from one of the 
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precious few musical institutions 
the Bay Area can rightfully call its 
own. (However “out there” the 
Kronos is, and clearly still wants 
to appear, silver anniversary cele¬ 
brations and retrospective CD 
box sets more than hint that the 
quartet is, at this point, an institu¬ 
tion.) Then there’s the little mat¬ 
ter that the always-stylish Jeanre¬ 
naud took the trouble to remain a 
sterling human being while cut¬ 
ting just the right figure in a risky 
and often daring artis¬ 
tic enterprise. Can any¬ 
one spare a tear? 

Not, it seems, in the 
hamster wheel of the 
busier-than-ever Bay, 
where a 

larger-than-life silicon 
implant has inflated the 
world of 
the arts as 
much as 
com¬ 
merce with the romance of work 
and the gleaming promise of sud¬ 
den wealth. What more is to be 
expected from the new audience 
marketers are courting when their 
interest is more to see themselves 
(and be seen) at the Ring than to 
see themselves in it? 

Just for now I’ll keep to myself 
the thought that, in opting for a 
saner life, Jeanrenaud has, howev¬ 
er slightly and subtly, given what 
Kierkegaard called the “sign of of¬ 
fense.” Much as I’ll miss her as the 
musician who gave me some of 
the most memorable moments in 
25 years of listening to Kronos, I’ll 
treasure even more the inspira¬ 
tion of her decision to have the 


life she wants, career considera¬ 
tions notwithstanding, starting 
now. Who could blame anyone 
for wanting to know what coun¬ 
try you’re waking up in without 
consulting an itinerary? Joan, 
there’ll never be another you. 

Full throttle 

That said, wasn’t the start of 
Kronos’ new “home season” a 
corker? This was not a maimed 
Kronos that took the stage at the 
Yerba Buena Center last weekend 
— or even a quartet 
delicately balanced 
around a newcomer. 
It was Kronos in full 
power with a 
bow-snapping new cel¬ 
list onstage — and no 
one looking more pleased, 
or re¬ 
lieved, 
than 
Jeanre¬ 
naud, who was in the audience. 
The Culp-able new Kronos re¬ 
mains a quartet to be reckoned 
with. 

While it’s easy to admire Culp 
— who has slipped into this high¬ 
ly distinctive ensemble as though 
she had spent her life preparing 
for it, but with a distinct musical 
personality and personal power 
all her own — it’s hard to envy 
her. Her colleagues have acquired 
their enormous repertoire a piece 
at a time, and she’s inheriting it all 
in one giant and surely terrifying 
windfall. She looked a little tense 
and sounded simply fabulous. 

The program was echt Kronos. 
The West Coast premiere of Steve 
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Reich’s Triple Quartet and the US 
premiere of Terry Riley’s Requiem 
for Adam framed a foray into world 
music by way of the world pre¬ 
miere of Kayhan Kalhor’s Gallop of 
a Thousand Horses and the San 
Francisco premiere of Osvaldo 
Golijov’s The Dreams and Prayers 
of Isaac the Blind , a 1994 piece that, 
strangely enough, was not written 
for Kronos (but rather for the 
Cleveland Quartet), but that has 
become something of a Kronos sta¬ 
ple since the quartet recorded it 
(with Jeanrenaud, of course). 

While the pundits are probably 
right in calling the Riley work 
composed in memory of first vio¬ 
linist David Harrington’s son, who 
died suddenly at age 16, his great¬ 
est since the seminal In C, it got 
my attention intermittently, with 
some admittedly striking gestures, 
but never held it. The Reich, on 
the other hand, for layered live and 
taped quartets, was mesmerizing 
start to finish, and attained gen¬ 
uinely ecstatic peaks. Kronos’ un¬ 
canny feel for musical idioms of 
sharply etched ethnicities turned 
Gallop — performed with Kalhor 
on kamancheh (Persian fiddle) 
and Ziya Tabassian on tombak 
(Persian drum) — into a com¬ 
pelling exercise in perpetual mo¬ 
tion, and Isaac, in collaboration 
with ace klezmer clarinetist David 
Karkauer, into a gripping, even 
harrowing tale told by the fire.

Glass fusion 

Your next chance to hear Kro¬ 
nos locally is when they join no 
less than Philip Glass in the pit 
performing Glass’ new score for 
the 1931 silent film Dracula at 
Oakland’s Paramount Theatre on 
October 29, an installment in the 
San Francisco Jazz Festival. You’ll 
have to like Glass’ music a lot 
more than I do (and you very 
probably do) to make it to that 
one, but if you’re inclined to 
check it out first, both a CD of the 
score and a videocassette of the 
film with the new score are com¬ 
mercially available. It’s Jeanre¬ 
naud on the recording, of course, 
so there’s another long score for to 
Culp to learn. She’s not my worry. 

You take your horror where 
you find it. Dracula is scheduled 
tastefully near but not on Hal¬ 
loween. For my part, I’d stake my 
gay Halloween music dollar on 
the concert by the Patricia Barber 
Trio, another Jazz Festival event, 
slated for the Florence Gould 
Theatre (at the Palace of Legion 
of Honor) on Saturday, October 
30 at 1 p.m. Barber thinks that 
time’s a horror — it’s crack of 
dawn for a jazz musician — but 
her show is sure to be anything 
but. This fierce, immensely musi¬

of the fictional Purple Circle. 

The Book of Lies’ narrator and 
researcher Ross Ohrenstedt is led 
down a rabbit hole of intrigue in 
search of one evasive Len Spur¬ 
geon — baseball player, muse and 
raconteur. In search of the undis¬ 
covered writings of the mysteri¬ 
ous Spurgeon, Ross discovers 
even more than he’s expected, in¬ 
cluding some viciously competi¬ 
tive scholars —just the sort of in¬ 
trigue Picano is known for. 

With the first British hardback 
version released in June 1998 by 
Little, Brown/Abacus, Alyson 
Publications has just published 
the American version of The Book 
of Lies. 

The Bay Area Reporter talked 
to Picano from his Los Angeles 
home. 

Jim Provenzano: It's obvious that 
The Book of Lies would be enter¬ 
taining even for folks who don't 
know about the real people you're 
fictionalizing. 

Felice Picano: I certainly hope so. 
One of the reasons I wrote this 
was that people don’t know about 
us at all, so even though in Eng¬ 
land they call us the gay Blooms¬ 
bury group. I did very little ex¬ 
plaining of the Violet Quill in the 
publicity. That was an interesting 
test, to see if they would get the 
book with people not knowing its 
background. 

What do the members of the Vio¬ 
let Quill think of the book? 

I dedicated it to Andrew Holleran. 
Edmund White read it, so they 
both read it before publication. I 
didn’t give it to them to say Pass 
or Fail, although we continue to 
give each other work to comment 
on. I thought they should read it, 
to see if anything offended them, 


or seemed patently false. 

Did you feel the liberty to write 
more freely about those who had 
died? 

Not really. I guess by the time you 
get to the half-century mark you 
pretty much accept things about 
yourself that cannot be changed. 
It’s really mixed up. By no means 
is anybody real, exactly definable. 
There were only seven of us and 
there are nine Purple Circle mem¬ 
bers in this book. Even though I 
fooled around with book titles, 
the giveaway is where the narrator 
talks about his Nancy Drew hid¬ 
den closet. The Book of Lies is a se¬ 
rious literary mystery but also 
something of a Nancy Drew or a 
Hardy Boys book, or possibly 
even a computer game, like Myst, 
where there are maps and curses, 
treasures to be found. 

You accentuate that with the nar¬ 
rator's myriad journeys all over 
the country. When he gets to 
places, there's often a detailed 
description of the place, especial¬ 
ly the flora of a home. Every¬ 
where he goes only leads to an¬ 
other mystery. 

How can you be expelled from the 
garden unless you’ve already been 
to the garden? 

As to academia, there's some in¬ 
trigue. Does this refer to certain 
academics having been fooled by 
literary hoaxes, such as when The 
Harvard Gay & Lesbian Review 
was hoodwinked by Daniel Harris 
when he wrote a parody of an 
academic paper, and they pub¬ 
lished it? 

Not really, although that was 
funny. One of my closest friends 
was George Stambolian [a 
founder of early Gay Studies, and 
the first editor of the popular Men 
on Men anthologies]. Between 
him, John Boswell and a couple of

other people who are still alive, I 
began to Find out that Academia 
can really be a crazy, cut-throat 
world. So this book is a tribute to 
them, for going through the ab¬ 
solute madness of it. 

But what about academic misin¬ 
terpretation of the artist's intent? 
Ross is running around trying to 
find the facts, but he sometimes 
ignores the real people and their 
art. Perhaps that's why they're 
taking joy in leading him around 
by the nose. 

Ross discovers who these people 
were by finding out what the sur¬ 
vivors around them are like, in the 
same way that an explosion can be 
investigated through its debris 
and scars. The reader sees what 
has taken place in the aftermath of 
this hurricane of writers, who 
lasted for only a brief while — ten 
years — and did a great deal of 
damage, whether intentional or 
not. 

One of the things I was trying 


to show was how artists go 
through their lives, what they have 
to do, and the toll this often exacts 
on the people around them. In 
one case, the surviving brother of 
Mark Dodge [one of the fictional 
literary group], who’s living in the 
lap of luxury off his dead broth¬ 
er’s royalties, cannot figure out 
what the hell happened twenty 
years earlier. 

Was David Bergman, editor of 
the acclaimed Violet Quill Read¬ 
er, amused by the book? 

The first thing David did in that 
anthology was show the work 
first, as opposed to other people 
who merely provide a critique or 
analysis; that’s one of the worth¬ 
while jobs of any scholar. David 
read The Book of Lies before it was 
published, partly because he’s 
doing a critical study on the Vio¬ 
let Quill. He had no problem with 
anything in it. He didn’t say, “It 
doesn’t work like this,” or, “We’re 
not that stupid and boring.” 
Having said that, I would be as¬ 
tounded if some Queer Theorists 
read this book and weren’t insult¬ 
ed by it. 

They've got to have a sense of 
humor about it. 

I hit them pretty hard at some 
points. 

One of them with a car, almost! 

But with academics poring over 
authors' collected writings, do 
you become self-conscious about 
what you want to leave as a lega¬ 
cy? 

The Beinecke Library at Yale col¬ 
lects groups of American writers, 
including the Violet Quill and the 


group around Gertrude Stein. 
Both John Boswell and George 
Stambolian were behind the li¬ 
brary collecting our work. They 
have 22 volumes of my journals 
from 1969 on, all the early manu¬ 
scripts. Besides collecting the 
stuff, they have to chemically treat 
it, photograph it all. They’re doing 
a massive job. Each author has 
agreements with them as to who 
will see the work, when it will be 
released, etc. 

So are there juicy literary scan¬ 
dals for future generations? 

More personal scandals than liter¬ 
ary ones, but I don’t have a prob¬ 
lem with that. When David 
Bergman was doing The Violet 
Quill Reader — some of it was 
pretty juicy — I had to notate 
who everyone was. Also, a gradu¬ 
ate student in Baltimore is work¬ 
ing on getting more of my jour¬ 
nals out. We’re pretty much in 
agreement that the dirt gets pub¬ 
lished, and not just literary dirt, 
sexual dirt, too. 

So it might be a gossip-filled con¬ 
fessional? 

Not exactly, but it could be useful 
in other ways if these people at the 
Beinecke are right about the value 
of these journals, which I’m not 
sure about, that it has historical 
value, by virtue of me being a 
writer, editor and publisher in 
New York when I was. I got to 
meet just about everybody in the 
previous generation as well as my 
own and later generations — Ish- 
erwood, Auden, Williams, I corre¬ 
sponded with Vidal — just by 
propinquity.

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Purple reign

The Book of Lies by Felice Picano; Alyson, $24.95 

T he real difficulty in reviewing an extraordinary novel is find¬ 
ing words that are worthy of the subject. For The Book of Lies, 
that difficulty is multiplied tenfold, Felice Picano, one of our 
very best writers, has outdone his previous riches with a novel that 
is smart and sexy, funny and historically compelling. This is the 
novel Picano was unable to get published in the United States be¬ 
cause publishers told him it was too smart. It was published in Eng¬ 
land last year to great acclaim. (Who knew they were so much 
smarter? I thought it was just the accent.) Lucky for us, Alyson de¬ 
cided that this was a book that deserved to be published on this 
side of the pond as well. 

Ross Ohrenstedt is an impossibly hunky graduate student try¬ 
ing to write a doctoral dissertation about the lives and writings of 
a fabulous collection of gay writers, the Purple Circle. The time is 
the not too distant future, “four decades after Stonewall ” and the 
Purples have become important enough in pedagogical circles that 
there is academic gold to be mined in their every written word. 
Ross has been offered a chance to collect the papers of one of the 
Purples, Damon Von Slyke, to live in his house, to teach at UCLA, 
and to achieve greatness. In the course of the novel... well, I can’t tell 
you what happens, because among other things. The Book of Lies is 
a first-rate suspense novel. 

It’s much more, of course, as Picano dazzles with his skill at cre¬ 
ating a different writing style, speaking style, and critical style not 
only for the nine members of the Purple Circle, but also for all of 
the critics, scholars and students who people this extraordinarily 
rich narrative. Picano was one of the founders of the legendary Vi¬ 
olet Quill; other members included Edmund White and Andrew 
Holleran. Part of the fun of this novel is guessing who matches 
whom, although I confess that Picano does such a fine job of mix¬ 
ing up his creations that every time I was certain I knew which Pur¬ 
ple was which Quill, he threw me a curve and I started thinking all 
over again. 

Don’t think that The Book of Lies is a dry academic exercise, or 
you’H miss the best and most entertaining novel of 1999. Y

Sex goes to school 

G ay sex isn’t what it used to be, furtive, guilt-ridden, and clum¬ 
sy. When it exploded out of the closets and into the streets 
some 25 years ago, it gushed in our faces. Unprepared initial¬ 
ly for its full impact, we rose to meet the challenge head on, swal¬ 
lowing great gulps of gay sex without ever fully appreciating its 
many subtleties and distinct flavors. 

Now more guys than ever in San Francisco want to get a firm 
grasp on the whole gay sex thing, and modern academia is extend¬ 
ing them its most potent tool — the course catalog. 

Around town you’ll find copies of “Sex/Life Series 1999: 
Uniting Sex, Heart, & Spirit,” a guide to courses being offered 
in October and November by a wide array of professional sex ed¬ 
ucators and industry workers operating under the auspices of the 
Harvey Milk Institute (a queer college), Eros (a sex club), and the 
Stop AIDS Project (an AIDS education and prevention project), 
among other institutions. 

Here, at last, is a multifaceted educational approach to the full 
spectrum of queer sex. Experts in their field will be offering class¬ 
es in buttplay (a “hands-in” approach), Master-and-slave relation¬ 
ships, “sacred” male prostitution, and cross-cultural dating. They’ll 
expound on and/or demonstrate heart-to-heart communication, 
the role of drag in sexual fantasies, the pleasures and perils of dick 
sucking, the power of positive sex, the limitations of negative sex, 
the intricacies of leather sex, the secrets of massage (erotic and oth¬ 
erwise), the how-tos of public sex, the whys and wherefores of 
dr ugs in the dub scene, and the ecstasy of erotic ritual. 

Clearly, public schools have much catching up to do in this arena. 
But just because society didn’t recognize your full sexual potential 
when you were a teenager doesn’t mean you can’t flower now. Take 
part in these courses and you’ll likely come away exhausted but 
glowing, never at a loss for ideas on how to make a date work. 

While it’s all fun, these courses aren’t offered lightly — they not 
only reflect the city’s dynamic diversity, but enhance our appreci¬ 
ation for the joys of “educated” sex. Forget blind, beastly groping; 
once you’ve acquired the vocabulary of a sex worker, the lexicon of 
buttplay, the theoretical underpinnings of kink, and practical skills 
in the field of Sensuous touch, you’ll be a sophisticated lover. You 
may not receive a diploma declaring you a Master of Gay Sex, but 
your learning curves will be evident even in the dark. T

Fighting for gay rights in church 


Pam Walton's 'Call to Witness'

V eteran videomaker Pam 
Walton is aiming to estab¬ 
lish the rights of gay and 
lesbian ministers in Lutheran 
churches in her latest documen¬ 
tary, currently nearing comple¬ 
tion for Lutheran Lesbian and 
Gay Ministries (LLGM). 

Call to Witness presents the 
dilemma of three Lutheran minis¬ 
ters who have experienced rejec¬ 
tion resulting from their declara¬ 
tion of their gayness and their ac¬ 
tions on behalf of other gays and 
lesbians in the Lutheran church. In 
Walton’s documentary, “witness” 
means that these ministers are wit¬ 
nessing to the contradiction with¬ 
in the church that supposedly wel¬ 
comes lesbians and gays on the 
one hand, but condemns them on 
the other. In the view of a signifi¬ 
cant minority, a schism looms. 

The video tells the story of 
three individuals: Reverend Steve 
Sabin, who has been outed by his 
bishop, supported by his congre¬ 
gation, and “tried” by the nation¬ 
al church ELCA (the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of America) be¬ 
cause he refused to resign; Rev. 
Jane Ralph, who was forced out of 
the national church with no pos¬ 
sible process for recourse; and 
Anita C. Hill, who is determined 
to work through the system so she 
can be ordained as an openly les¬ 


bian pastor in the year 2000. 

In a recent interview with the 
B.A.R., Walton said that many 
people both within and outside 
the gay movement have come to 
the realization that the policies of 
Christian churches influence the 
larger US culture. If the Lutherans 
are persuaded to change their na¬ 
tional policy on gays, there would 
be a strong, influencing echo in 
national civic attitudes, she and 
others believe. Of course, other 
churches would be pressured to 
follow suit. 

As a video producer, Walton 
has racked up an enviable record: 
Out in Suburbia (her thesis pro¬ 
duction at Stanford), Gay Youth 
(400 copies purchased by Massa¬ 
chusetts alone), and Family Values 
— An American Tragedy (shown 
on PBS in 20 cities). 


Walton said Call to Witness is 
having an initial showing in At¬ 
lanta at a convention by GLSEN 
(Gay/Lesbian/Straight Education 
Network). Home Box Office is in¬ 
terested, and a showing on the 
documentary series POV is a pos¬ 
sibility. Walton plans to submit 
the video to the Sundance Festi¬ 
val. Of most interest to Bay Area 
audiences is a showing at Grace 
Cathedral in coming months, date 
to be announced. 

Currently approaching the 
technical completion of the doc¬ 
umentary, Walton and her com¬ 
pany are conducting a drive for 
funds. Those desiring to make a

Tripping over Tricia 

Restored long-lost Cockettes film, ' Tricia's Wedding'

P reserving cultural trivia is 
no easy task. Much of the 
fluff of life disappears with¬ 
out a whimper, gone before any¬ 


one notices. By the time anyone 
realizes a thing’s importance, it 
may be too late to salvage. Fortu¬ 
nately, the world has documen¬ 
tary Filmmakers such as David 
Weissman and Bill Weber, two San 
Franciscans dedicated to preserv¬ 


ing the legacy of The Cockettes, 
one of the more outrageous queer 
hippie performance collectives of 
the 1970s. 

In the course of assembling 
their documentary, Weissman and 
Weber salvaged a precious piece of 


trivia, a campy film produced by 
The Cockettes called Tricia’s Wed¬ 
ding, long lost and mostly forgot¬ 
ten, but now restored, thanks to 
their efforts. Scenes from that film 
will show up in their documen-

(sus-TEE-vah) 

for HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus) Infection 
Generic name: efavirenz (eh-FAH-vih-rehnz) 


Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you refill your 
prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet as your only source of information 
about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your doctor when you start taking your medicine and 
at every visit. You should remain under a doctor’s care when using SUSTIVA. You should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a "non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase 
inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load"). SUSTIVA must 
be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, SUSTIVA has been 
shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type of immune cell in blood). 
SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other infections 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under the care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to practice safe 
sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once a day 

by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during the first few 
weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating (see What are the 
possible side effects of SUSTIVA?) 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without meals; 
however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right away. 

If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular dosing schedule. 

If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your own. 

Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is 
very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped 
for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious problem 
in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other side effects while 
your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower than the dose for adults. 
Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right 
dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 


What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz) 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or unusual 
dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be less noticeable if 
you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you've taken the medicine for a few 
weeks. Rarely, patients have more serious side effects that may affect mood or ability to think clearly. 
These side effects occur more often in patients with a history of mental illness or substance abuse. 

Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility 
that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) 
drugs. You should avoid driving or operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any change 
in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, call your 
doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. However, 
this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with other anti-HIV drugs. 

Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss a more 
complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. Tell your 
doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been seen in animals 
treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. You should use a condom 
or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor 
immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA 
if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor may change 
your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those you buy 
over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much you take, 
and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the medicines 
you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken with 
SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA:* * 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when taken 
with SUSTIVA:** 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 

The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 

How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either SUSTIVA 
or HIV. For additional information you can visit the SUSTIVA website at http://www.sustiva.com. 

This medicine was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not use 
it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep SUSTIVA out of 
the reach of children. If you suspect that more than the prescribed dose 
of this medicine has been taken, contact your local poison control center 
or emergency room immediately.

tary when they complete it (in 
roughly a year). Meanwhile, the 
story of Tricia’s Wedding and its 
restoration deserves telling, be¬ 
cause it says a lot about how queer 
culture has evolved, and what it 
takes to ensure that a colorful part 
of the past remains accessible to 
us at present. 

It was 1971, and Tricia Nixon, 
the President’s daughter, was 
about to wed beneath the klieg 
lights of the national press corps. 
Meanwhile, back in San Francis¬ 
co, a gaggle of wild drag perform¬ 
ers calling themselves The Cock¬ 
ettes decided they wanted to cele¬ 
brate the joyous occasion in their 
inimitable way. The manager of 
the flock, a fellow named Sebast¬ 
ian, proposed they film their own 
version of the wedding. They 
would screen it on wedding night 
at the Palace Theater in North 
Beach, where they had been hold¬ 
ing regular Friday night “Noctur¬ 
nal Dream Shows,” at which gen¬ 
der-bent hippies gathered to take 
acid, watch offbeat movies, dis¬ 
play their feathered finery, and 
camp it up until dawn. 

“It took two days to make the 
movie,” says Weissman, who 
works out of an office in the 
South of Market space occupied 
by Frameline, the organization 
dedicated to promoting queer 
cinema. “It was made at a place 
called Secret Cinema on 16th 
Street. This was Steven Arnold’s 
warehouse. They put together the 
sets overnight, and filmed the 
sort-of-sober parts on Saturday, 
with the understanding from Se¬ 
bastian that Sunday was the day 
they would all go completely 
berserk and have the post-LSD re¬ 
ception. There was a certain 
amount of consumption of sub¬ 
stances during filming.” 

As Weissman describes it, the 
film Tricia’s Wedding “basically is a 
psychedelic drag parody.” Among 
its huge cast of characters — all 
portrayed by wacky transvestites 
— were many of the notable polit¬ 
ical and cultural figures of the 
time: Israeli Prime Minister Golda 
Meir; Lady Bird Johnson; Vice 
President Spiro Agnew; India’s In¬ 
dira Gandhi; Martha Mitchell, the 
wife of Nixon’s attorney general; 
and Mamie Eisenhower, the for¬ 
mer president’s wife. The recently- 
widowed Coretta Scott King was 
portrayed by Sylvester, whose rise 
to fame as a disco diva was just be¬ 
ginning. A Cockette named Reggie 
played the key role of Eartha Kitt, 
who spikes the wedding punch 
with LSD in revenge for having 
been blackballed from the White 
House, the result of criticizing the 
Vietnam War during an intimate 
performance for Lady Bird John¬ 
son, which had caused Lady Bird 
to cry. 

“It wound up being a huge, 
wild orgy at the end of the show,” 
says Weissman, describing the 
film’s wedding reception scene. 
“Wigs and clothes come off, and 
people flip out and have a lot of 
fun. Mamie Eisenhower, who was 
the mother of our country, has a 
wonderful, drunken perfor¬ 
mance.” And Tricia Nixon herself 
was played by “the eternally 
hideous Goldie Glitters.” That she 
was marrying a man named Cox 
was ripe for Cockettes parody. 

Weissman recalls first viewing 
the half-hour-long Tricia’s Wed¬ 
ding when he was about 20 years 
old, a few years after it was made. 
“I don’t know exactly when I saw 
it, but it changed my life. It really 
brought home to me the subver¬ 
sive power of comedy, and partic¬ 
ularly of drag. It was a really en¬ 
tertaining assault on all the norms 
of bourgeois American culture. It 
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was just one of the funniest things 
I’d ever seen.” 

For years, Weissman has want¬ 
ed Tricia’s Wedding to be shown 
publicly by Frameline or some 
other group, “because I knew it 
was a piece of gay history.” Yet one 
big stumbling block prevented 
this: the only print in existence 
was in the hands of Sebastian, and 
it was in very bad condition. 

“Every time it would play,” says 
Weissman, “it would catch at a 
particular point and burn in the 
projector, and everyone in the au¬ 
dience would scream and yell.” 

Weissman knew that Sebast¬ 
ian, who now lives in Los Angeles, 
had made a video copy of it, but 
it was made from the one bad 
print, so he worried Tricia’s Wed¬ 
ding would be lost once this print 
finally shredded. But making a 
fresh print proved highly prob¬ 
lematic, since neither Sebastian 
nor Mark Lester, the film’s pro¬ 
ducer, had any idea of what had 
happened to the original materi¬ 
als. They assumed everything had 
been lost. 

Undeterred, Weissman looked 
up the film’s cinematographer, 
Paul Aratow, figuring he might 
know which laboratory the film 
was done in. Through an Internet 
search, he found Aratow in Los 
Angeles, and asked him, “‘Did you 
shoot Tricia’s WeddingV He 
laughed and said, ‘Oh my god, I 
haven’t thought of that in 25 
years!”’ 

Aratow said he thought the 
film had been processed at a lab 
on Columbus Street, Monaco, 
which still exists. Weissman called 
there and asked, “What are the 
chances of finding a piece of film 
from 29 years ago in your vaults?” 

The person he spoke with 
knew the film, but said it had been 
processed at Palmer’s, which had 
long since closed down. The in¬ 
ventory from Palmer’s, he later 
learned, had been picked up by 
Pacific Film Archive in Berkeley, 
and by an archive in New York 
City. 

It was at the latter that Tricia’s 
Wedding turned up. 

“They had no idea what it 
was,” says Weissman. “They had 
the original soundtrack, and the 
original negatives.” 

Once Sebastian authorized the 
release of the materials to Weiss¬ 
man and Weber, the two were 
quick to turn it around. “We just 
now completed making a brand- 
new, absolutely perfect print and 
preservation negative of Tricia’s 
Wedding to save for posterity,” says 
Weissman.

You certainly have name value. Of 
the most recognizable songwrit¬ 
ers' names, I think that you and 
Diane Warren have two of the 
most familiar names. 

To people in the business, maybe, 
but as a household name, I would 
say that I’m not as known.

How did the two of you come 
to be included in the book? 

I think that John [Lilley], the gui¬ 
tar play from the Hooters, recom¬ 
mended us for the project, be¬ 
cause he and his partner did it, 
and I work a lot with Eric Bazil- 


ian, from the Hooters. 

Was the book your coming out? 

I guess so. I’d been out, in my pri¬ 
vate life, since 1979, so I never 
thought about there being a dif¬ 
ference. When I did my solo 
record in ’91,1 wasn’t really talk¬ 
ing about it, but I wasn’t popular 
enough for anyone to care. It was¬ 
n’t really a big deal for me. I can’t 
imagine not being out. 

I'm not going to ask you if Ricky 
Martin is gay; however, I am 
going to ask you how many 
times you've been asked that 
question.

voice. She was an artist with a 
stage intensity I’ve seen from no 
other, and an enormous force of 
will. That’s why she was able to 
lose the weight. Yet was so ner¬ 
vous that often her first acts 
weren’t much good, and you had 
to wait until she settled down. 

“The amazing thing is that the 
critics didn’t think that much of 
her when she was singing well. I’ve 
kept the press cuttings, and you 
can read that they didn’t really get 
her message until she became this 
glamorous cult figure. Finally, she 
got rave reviews, but by then she 
wasn’t singing that well. The voice 
was natural before the weight loss; 
afterward, she wanted to make the 
same sounds but couldn’t do so 
naturally, and she forced and 
manufactured them. That’s where 
the trouble began.” 

As for contemporary singers, 
though Bonynge can be devastat¬ 
ing on the lack of preparation in 
contemporary artists — “re¬ 
hearsal schedules are so weighted 
towards the stage director that by 
the premiere, the singer knows 
where every foot is going, but 
may not know the music ... and 
some of them don’t even know 
how to breathe properly” — he is 
generous in his praise of the new 
singers he admires. 

“I don’t want to leave anybody 
out, but start with Ruth Ann 


[Swenson, who opens in Lucia on 
Oct. 12; Christine Schaefer takes 
over on Oct. 23]; she has a beau¬ 
tiful voice, of commanding size. 
Sumi Jo, of course, who has done 
operetta albums with me and just 
sang Lucia in Los Angeles; she not 
only has a fantastic technique, but 
is willing to listen and learn. Cer¬ 
tainly, I must include Carol 
Vaness and Sonia Ganassi [who 
are in SF for Ballo in Maschera 
and La Favorite] and the Aus¬ 
tralian soprano Deborah Riedel.” 
When informed that Riedel was 
not that impressive in Peter 
Grimes last season, Bonynge says, 
“Not a good role for her.” 

Asked what he does when he 
doesn’t like the singers he’s been 
assigned to conduct, the old 
smoothie purrs, “Well, I’m not 
like Erich Kleiber, who would 
drown them out. I’m there to help 
singers. What’s the point of going 
to the theater if you aren’t pre¬ 
pared to make music? It’s not as if 
I needed the money. The point is 
to lead operas that I love with 
people that I like.” Isn’t it interest¬ 
ing that the music comes first? 
Then he adds, with just a touch of 
ego and a big smile, “An orchestra 
can make or break a performance, 
you know.” ▼

edly redefining the piano trio and 
the singer-pianist format (and 
whose last local appearance was a 
cameo at a benefit for Bay Area 
Women for the Arts), augurs to 
be one of the hits of the festival 
— but more on that in a subse¬ 
quent column. In the meantime, 
get yourself a copy of Barber’s 
latest CD, Modern Cool — and a 
pair of tickets (through BASS, 
City Box Office or www.sfjaz- 
zfest.org). 

It took a while, I admit, but 
I’ve finally stopped bemoaning 
the Kronos that was. That would 
be the Kronos of the early ’80s, 
which devoted itself to 20th-cen¬ 
tury classics, that is, the quartets 
of Berg, Shostakovich, Bartok and 
the like. It’s not material the Kro¬ 
nos of today shows either inclina¬ 
tion or aptitude for. Oh, well. It’s 
not like the stuff’s going unplayed 
elsewhere. 

In two Sunday afternoon con¬ 
certs immediately after Kronos’ 


local season-opener, the Takacs 
String Quartet played all six 
Bartok quartets — as close to a 
canon of literature as you’ll find 
in this century soon passed — for 
Cal Performances in Berkeley’s 
Hertz Hall. It was a bit of a senti¬ 
mental occasion for me, since the 
first concerts I heard when I 
moved to the Bay Area were the 
six Bartoks in two concerts in 
Hertz Hall (with the Juilliard). 
And the next time I heard the 
Bartoks integrate was in a Kronos 
season a decade later. That said, 
the Takacs performances felt at 
times like the first time I had 
heard those magnificent quartets 
at all. Playing like the Takacs’ 
flirts with the divine. It’s hard to 
imagine the musical event this 
season that will top it. But, as 
ever, the local music press (the 
Chron s Kosman excepted) had 
better things to do. If you missed 
it, the Takacs recording of the 
Bartoks, which rightly won the 
Gramophone Award last year, is 
nearly as good as what we heard 
in Hertz. Except you had to be 
there. ▼
